and the following interesting data 
relatives to the pier was prepared 
through the Dominion Geodesist (J. 
E.R. Ross) courtesy: 

“The pier to which you refer is 
evidently one which was established 
by this Survey in 1910, although 
our description places it in Somer- 
ville Township rather than in 
Fenelon Township, as given in your 
letter. 

“Briefly, one of the chief objects 
of a geodetic survey is to determine 
accurately the geographical positions 
on the surface of the earth of cer- 
tain prominent points scattered 
over the country at intervals of 10 
to 20 or more miles. It may be

position of a point may be determin- 
ed more accurately by geodetic 
methods than is possible by any 
other means, 

“It may be of interest to you to 
know-that the accurate geographical 
position of the pier to which you 
refer in your letter is as follows:- 
Latitude 44 degrees, 36 minutes, 
48.070 seconds.

“The purpose of the Geodetic Sur- 
vey is that we may have correct 
maps, the necessity of which is well 
known. The navigators along our sea 
coasts and inland waters depend on 
good maps, or charts, as they are 
called, for their safety. Many sur- 
very parties are sent out each 
year to obtain information which 
would be already known if good 
maps existed, Preliminary surveys 
for railways, canals, highways, 
drainage systems, etc. are unneces- 
sary in a section of which good 
maps have been made. The impor- 
tance of good maps is so great and 
the uses so varied that their neces- 
H sity may be taken for granted The 
Geodetic Survey of Canada lays the 
foundation for good and accurate 
maps. 

“Just as one woulq use a long 
chain or tape instead of a foot rule 
to measure the size of a farm, so 
in making maps of a whole province 
or country we must use Geodetic 
Survey methods to obtain the cor- 
rect size of the country. Thus the 
Geodetic Survey selects stations on 
hills which can be seen from 
other hills twenty to a hundred 
miles away, and, by the observations 
taken from these hills on the dis- 
tant stations, the distance from 
hill to hill may be computed. From 
these stations, also, the correct posi- 
tion of church spires, lighthouses, 
prominent buildings ang township, 
section or lot corners is obtained. 
When the position of these points 
is accurately known the surveyors 
who map the details of the country, 
such as rivers, roads, marshes, small 
hills, bridges, lakes, etc., have points 
which link together all their work 
for the making of accurate maps.

At Council’s 1954 Inaugural Meet 


Some intetestine fe facts about the 
Incorporation of Lindsay as a Town 
Were brought out by Lindsay’s new 
mayor, E. A. Hick, at this week's 
inaugural meeting, 

He said that “an Act, passed by 
the Legislative Assembly on June 
10th, 1857, contained the following 
preamble: “Whereas from the rap- 
idly increasing population of the 
Village of Lindsay, in the County of 
Victoria (one of the United Counties 
of Peterborough and Victoria) and 
from the peculiar position thereof 
as the intended County Town and 
the northern terminus of the Port 
Hope Raliway, it is necessary to 
confer upon the said village the 
power of municipal government and 
incorporate it as a Town under the 
name of the “Town of Lindsay!” 

“At the time of incorporation, 
Lindsay had an assessment of about 
$300,000. and a population of about 
1,100. Today, our population is in 
the neighbourhood of 10,000 and 
growing, and our taxable assess-

‘has to do with pancakes or waffles 
that you've served at breakfast, 
lunch or supper, 

Instead of serving the waffles 
with maple syrup and butter... 
try cream cheese and cranberry 
Sauce or cranberry jelly. 

Cranberry glazed ham is another 
suggestion from the home econom- 
ists.

Simply 
glaze the ham with a mixture of one 
cup of cranberry jelly and about 
one quarter cup of prepared mus- 
tard

He continued that “the original 
townsite area, 1,600 acres, hasn’t 
been increased since the town was 
incorporated 97 years ago. The 
Town is quickly coming to the point 
Where our boundaries must be ex- 
tended to provide for future plann- 
ed residential, commercial and in- 
dustrial growth.” 

On the possible annexation by 
Lindsay of some of the area sur- 
rounding the Town and on proposed 
adoption of Planning and Zoning 
By-laws, the new Mayor said the 
following: 

“Annexation is a slow process. 
However, I would urge that Council 
give this paramount consideration 
in 1954. We must prepare ourselves 
mow to meet the future land re- 
quirements of the Town. This will 
be, I believe, the most important 
matter coming before the 1954 
Council. On their decision will rest 
the planned growth of Lindsay for 
at least the next 50 years. 

“Another important matter that 
Will be before the Council early in 
the year is the adoption of Plan- 
ning and Zoning By-laws as pre- 
pared by the Town Planning Board. 
This Board has been working for 
very nearly a year under the cap- 
able chairmanship of Alderman 
McQuarrie.

Better Street 
Lighting Seen 
Major Item 


The improvement of street light- 
ing in Lindsay promises to be an 
important item on the business 
agenda of the 1954 Council In sum- 
marizing projected work to be hand- 
led by the various departments last 
night, Mayor-elect Hick said “I 
didn’t realize the work of the Light- 
ing Committee was so important to 
the citizens until the recent election. 
I believe I was asked more about 
improving the street lighting of the 
Town than any other problem. I 
would urge that this committee 
study methods to improve the light- 
ing of town and gradually replace 
the present old-fashioned standards 
with modern fixtures.” 

To the other committees Mayor 
Hick stated: 

Board of Works Committee 

The work of this Committee 
probably affects more citizens than 
any other. Under this Department 
comes the maintenance of our roads, 
the operation of our sewer systems 
and many other services which make 
for healthful and pleasant condit- 
ions in our Town It is the largest 
spending body within the Council, 
for, besides the regular maintenance 
of the above mentioned services, 
it is also responsible for any new 
development of these services in the 
Town. The supervision of new ex- 
tensions of services into new sub- 
divisions, of which three are pre- 
sently underway in the Town, comes 
under this Department. It is neces- 
sary that the Board of Works Com- 
mittee plan well ahead on any pro- 
posed undertaking. Therefore, work 
to be done during the coming sum- 
mer must receive the approval of 
Council during the early part of the 
year. 

I feel additional streets should 
be widened in our downtown section 
to facilitate traffic and parking con- 
ditions. Many sidewalks are in need 
of replacement>and I would recom- 
meng that a start be made on the 
paving of some of our more heavily 
travelled dirt roads. 

TOWN PROPERTY 

To this Committee Is given the 
supervision and maintenanoe of 
Town Property and the supervision 
of the Fire Department Our Fire 
Department is very efficient and 
Citizens may feel confident that they 
have excellent protection, In 1953, 
the Town Clerk's office was modern- 
ized and it is now a credit to the 
Town, A fire escape was added also, 
I believe the 1954 Council should 
give consideration to further im- 
proyements within the Town Hall. 
This building has been neglected 
for too many years. Many of our 
Departments are in need of addit- 
tonal office accommodation. Council 
will have to give this matter some 
thought. 

POLICE 

A courteous, efficient Police force 
is most Important to a progressive 
municipality, Often, especially by 
outsiders, a Town is judged by the 
actions of its law enforcement of- 
ficers.

Unemployment At New Hig 


Record Number of 850 
Seek Benefits Here, 
350 In Lindsay Alone 


ere is the largest number of 
people unemployed at present in 
the area under the jurisdiction of 
the National Emplovment Office at 
Lindsay than there has ever been, 
Mr. H. Brown told “The Post.” The 
total, he says, has risen since his 
last interview with “The Post” sev- 
eral weeks ago by abou: 200, the 
figure being now roughly #450 per- 
sons.

It is reported that National Tex- 
tiles are working only three days 
al week and that Knitters Limited 
a laid off quite a number of its 
employees. The night shift at Horn 
Bros, Woollen Mill has been laid 
off, too, it is reported.

Gale Winds 
Fan Flames, 
No Injuries — 


A bell rang in Lindsay New Year's 
Day but it wasn’t to welcome the 
New Year... it was a fire bell 
calling firemen to fight a blaze 
which wiped out the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways’ freight office and 
sheds at Lindsay. 

Fire Chief Alex Wylie says his de- 
partment received the call at around 
12.15 or 12.20 and that in a matter 
of minutes every available man was 
engaged in fighting a losing battle 
with the fire. 

Fanned by gale-force winds sweep- 
ing in from the northwest the flames 
roared through the old pine timb- 
ers of the building sending smoke 
and burning embers billowing across | 
the Avenue to menace nearby homes. | 
Fortunately no other building was 
ignited by the flying sparks although | 
a television aerial in the area is 
reported to have been put out of 
commission. 

Damage to the .Victoria Avenue 
freight sheds is placed at between 
$20,000 and $25,000 although neither 
Fire Chief Wylie nor CNR officials 
at Lindsay are prepared to make 
anything but tentative estimates 
pending the outcome of investiga- 
tions. 

Origin of the fire is still undeter- 
mined and Fire Chief Wylie says 
he will have to talk to his men and 
have a closer look at the charred 
skeleton of the building before he 
reaches a decision as to cause. 

The contents of the building are 
reported to have been few because | 
of the fact that pre-holiday shiv- | 
ments had been largely cleared out. 
It is suspected by some who were on 
the scene that a quantity of motion | 
picture film may have been lost in 
the blaze along with a shipment con- 
fined to a Lindsay furniture store, 
Jas, Mackey and Sons Lid. 

There appeared to be two stoves 
in the building—one at the office | 
which faced onto Melbourne St. and | 
the other about half-way along the 
sheds proper on Victoria Ave, south. 

Mr. Norman T, Walton, Asst. 
Superintendent of CNR at Lindsay, 
told “The Post” that temporary 
freight handling arrangements 
would be in shape before the office | 
opened on Monday. The office would | 
normally be closed New Year’s day 
through Sunday it was explained. 
The assistant superintendent also 
reported that there was no loss of 
cars and that records—virtually all! 
as far as could be determined—had 
been saved from the office along 
with considerable office equipment. 
There was no one in the building at 
the time of the fire, Mr. Walton | 
declared. 

Fire Chief Wylie said no one was | 
injured in the fire and, reviewing its | 
Progress, observed that the wind) 
really got a clean sweep at the burn- |

standing alongside it were moved 
away. | 

Around three p.m, there was noth- | 
ing left of the building but a burned 
out hull with a few timbers stand- | 
ing or hanging at crazy angles. Fire- | 
men were supplied hot coffe by a 
local hotel and said they were well | 
looked after in that respect.

Gale Winds 
Fan Flames, 
No Injuries 


A bell rang in Lindsay New Year's | 
Day but it wasn't to welcome anes 
New Year ... it was a fire bell) 
calling firemen to fight a blaze 
which wiped out the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways’ freight office and 
sheds at Lindsay. 

Fire Chief Alex Wylie says his de- 
partment received the call at around 
12.15 or 12.20 and that in a matter 
of minutes every available man was 
engaged in fighting a losing battle 
with the fire. 

Fanned by gale-force winds sweep- 
ing in from the northwest the flames 
roared through the old pine timb- | 
ers of the building sending smoke > 
and burning embers billowing across 
the Avenue to menace nearby homes. 
Fortunately no other building was 
ignited by the flying sparks although 
a television aerial in the area is 
reported to have been put out of 
commission. 

Damage to the Victoria Avenue 
freight sheds is placed at between 
| $20,000 and $25,000 although neither 
Fire Chief Wylie nor CNR officials 
at Lindsay are prepared to make 
anything but tentative estimates | 
pending the outcome of investiga- 
tions. 

Origin of the fire is still undeter- 
mined and Fire Chief Wylie says 
the will haye to talk to his men and 
have a closer look at the charred 
skeleton of the building before he 
reaches a decision as to cause. 

‘The contents of the building are 
reported to have been few because 
of the fact that pre-holiday shiv- 
ments had been largely cleared out. | 
Tt is suspected by some who were on 
the scene that a quantity of motion 
picture film may have been lost in 
the blaze along with a shipment con- 
fined to a Lindsay furniture store, 
Jas. Mackey and Sons Ltd 

There appeared to be two stoves 
in the building—one at the office 
which faced onto Melbourne St. and 
the other about half-way along the 
sheds proper on Victoria Ave. south. 

Mr. Norman T. Walton, Asst. 
Superintendent of CNR at Lindsay, 
told “The Post” that temporary 
freight handling arrangements 
would be in shape before the office) 
| opened on Monday. The office would } 


| normally be closed New Year's day | 
through Sunday it was explained.

The Rey. Austin W. Scully, 47, 
| pastor of St. Dymphna’s Catholic 
| Chapel at the Massillon State Hos-, 
pital died suddenly about noon 
Christmas Day in Mercy Hospita: 
in Canton, Father Scully collapsea 
of a severe heart attack a few 
moments after celebrating Ohrist- 
mas mass at 9 a.m. in the chapel | 
}of the Canton hospital. He had 
offered the Mass for his mother, 
the Inte Mrs, Mary Scully, who died 
about 10 years ago. 

Father Scully, who had been in 
ill health since suffering a heart 
| attack last January, had entered 
Mercy Hospital for a rest two weeks 
ago. This was the first vear that 
he had not celebrated Christmas 
Eve midnight Mass. at .the State 
Hospital since he became Catholic 
chaplain there -16 years -ago. 

The Most Rev. Emmet M. Walsh, 
D.D., Bishop of the Catholic Dio- 
cese of Youngstown, celebrated a 
Pontifical Requiem Mass for Father 
‘Scully Tuesday at 11 a.m. in St. 
Dymphna’s Chapel. The Mass was

Mass, was celebrated by. the pastor, 
Father Coffey, assisted by Father

McCarney of Peterboro. Interment 
was made in the family plot in St. 
Luke's Cemetery. 
| Besides his father, William, the 
| priest is survived by three brothers, 
| Clement, Parnell and Claude Scul- 
ly, of Cleveland, and four sisters, 
Mrs. J. J, Hickey and Mrs. B. J. 
Kavanagh, both of Ajax, Ontario, 
Miss Evelyn Scully, of Hamilton, 
Mrs. ©.

| ~The popular local priest who was | 
| active in both church and local clv- 
ic affairs was born April 15, 1906, 
| in Downweyville, Ontario. He at- 
tended “Downeyville public grade 
| School and received his high school 
and junior college education in 
Lindsay, Ontario. He then attend- 
jed St, Augustine’s seminary in Tor- 
onto, Canada, for three years, and 
| St. Mary's seminary in Cincinnati 
| three years. He was ordained to the 
priesthood June 14, 1930, by the 
late Bishop Joseph Schrembs of the 
Diocese of Cleveland in St. John’s 
| Cathedral in Cleveland. 

Father Scully's first assignment 

as as assistant pastor at Annuncl- 
ation Church in Akron from June, 
1930, to June, 1937. His pastor at 
that time, the Rt. Rev. Msgr. Rich- 
ard Dowed, presently the pastor of 
the Akron Church, preached the 
sermon at Father Scully's funeral 
Mass Tuesday morning Among 
other fine characteristics he spoke 
| of, he said there was no mediocracy 
with Father Scully. 

Father Scully was appointe. 
| Catholic Chaplain at the Massillon 
| State Hospital in June, 1937. The 
| hospital had no Catholic church at 
the time and Father Scully person- 
ally collected the funds for the 
construction of the present beauti- 
ful chapel and attached priest's 
| rectory. He also personally super- 
{vised the construction of the 
| chapel, which was dedicated in 
1938. 

The State Hospital chaplain was 
loved by both Catholic and Pro- 
testan}, patients abl the hospital and 
|was a familinr figure to all the 
patients he made his daily 
| rounds of thelr wards. 

Father Scully was a member of 
Massillon Assembly, Fourth Degree 
| Knights of Columbus and the Cath- 
olic Order of Forresters, He also was 
chaplain of Court Massillon, Cath- 
olic_ Daughters of America for a 
number of years and. was chaplain 
of the Massillon Deanery of the 
Catholic Nurses’ Association. 

The Cathollc priest also took an 
active interest in civic affairs, par- 
ticularly welfare work, and was 
general chairman of the 1947 Mass- 
ion Community Chest campaign. 
Under Father Scully’s leadership 
the Chest reached its campaign 
goal for the first time in elght 
years. Father Scully also was a 
member of the Board of Directors 
of the Massillon and Western Stark 
Community Welfare Federation in 
1048, 1949, and 1950. He also was | 
a member of the local U.S.O, Com- 
mittee, representing the Catholic 
charities, 

Rev, Father Scully established the 
practice of providing religious ser- 
vice at the State Mental Hospital, |

Management of Diabetes 

There are some diseases in which 
the symptoms are so clear and out- 
Standing that they are readily diag- 
nosed by the physician. Thus 
stomach ulcer causes pain two-and- 
one-half hours to three-and-ohe- 
half hours after eating and in tuber- 
culosis the skin is hot and there 
is always afternoon temperature. 
On the other hand, there are some 
cases of cancer of the stomach in 
which the symptoms,are so mild 
that the patient complains of only 
slight indigestion. 

In Geriatrics, Dr. Reed Harwood, 
Chief of Diabetes Clinic, Massachu- 
setts General Hospital, Boston, 
states: “Few physicians will fail to 
make the diagnosis when a patient 
presents the classical symptoms of 
diabetes: frequent urination, exces- 
sive thirst, weight loss and weak- 
ness. But what of the patient who 
has no symptoms The physician 
should be varticularly alert to the 
possibility of diabetes when the 
patient’s complaint is one which is 
commonly seen in diabetes, for ex- 
ample, carbuncle, infection of the 
foot, pyelonephritis (inflammation 
of Kidney) and failing vision. 

Dr. Harwood states further that 
a trace of sugar in the urine does 
not always mean diabetes but since 
diabetes is by far the commonest 
cause of sugar in the urine, the 
finding of sugar should be followed 
by tests which show definitely 
Whether or not diabetes is present. 
T have written before of the 
physician with no apparent symp- 
toms of diabetes who made a test 
of his urine and found sugar pres- 
ent, He immediately started daily 
Injections of insulin and cut down 
on starch foods. Within about a 
year, he was able to control his 
diabetes by diet alone with no need 
of insulin, 

What about treatment of a “new” 
case of diabetes? “The mild case 
is easly recognized as the one with 
no symptoms, with only a moderate 
degree of sugar in the urine and 9 
blood sugar in the range of 120 to 
200 mg. per 100 cc. These findings 
Sugeest the need for insulin but if 
the history shows a gross indulgence 
in starches and sweets,lt is possible 
that cutting down on starches,

Consequently long waiting lists have 
been built up in most institutions. 

What is Dr. Jolly’s suggestion? “To 
about the age of three the physical 
care of most retarded children is 
no greater than that of a normal 
child of the same age.” It is usually 
better to have the parents work out 
thelr emotional conflicts gradually 
while caring for the child at home 
during the first years of life. 

“Under the guidance of a phy- 
sician who will take time to explain 
the possible causes of the the defect, 
give an honest prognosis (what he 
thinks may happen in the years to 
come) and emphasize the ‘positive’ 
features of life in an institution, the 
parents will come to accept their 
misfortune and see the logic of be- 
ing separated from thelr child The 
request to have child Placed in an 
institution will then come from the 
parents themselves and will have 
complete acceptance. 

The thought, then, as expressed 
by Dr. Jolly, is that “early” infancy 
is not the right time for Parents to 
place their retarded child in an 
institution,

In answer to a poll re the need 
for a town-owned parking lot in 
the heart of the downtown busi- 
ness section carried out by “The 
Post” this morning, the first seven 
out of seven businessmen contacted 
all answered “Yes.” 

The actual question was: ‘Do you, 
as a businessman, feel it would be 
advantageous to have additional 
town-owned parking space in the 
heart of the business section?” 

Sample answers were: 

Mr. Art Plumpton, manager A & 
P: -- Yes, it would help everyone. 
Tt would improve business gener- 
ally. 

Mr. C. G. Bassman, manager of 
Claxton’s: -- If we are going to 
maintain the downtown shopping 
habits of the public, it is an abso- 
lute necessity. 

Mr. Joe Tangney, Tangney’s Fur- 
niture: -- It is so evident that 
parking space is needed for the 
citizens that it needs no further 
discussion. 

R. A. Wainman, Jeweller: 
There is definitely a need for park- 
ing space. I advocated this in coun- 
cil about three years ago. 

Mr. Geo. Stephenson, Stephen- 
son's Ladies’ Wear: -- Yes, 

Mr. Harold Wood, Harold Wood's 
Men’s Wear: -- Yes, certainly. It 
would be advantageous both to the 
shoppers and to the businessmen, 

The above question was prompted 
by many people speaking to “The 
Post” in regards to such a parking 
lot. Many feel that there are only 
about two properties left at present 
that would be suitable for such a 
project and that it is about the 
“11th Hour" on it. 

One merchant of the town, Mr. 
Art Sutcliffe, owner of Central Meat 
Market. has, perhaps, summed up 
the general feeling well, as express- 
ed by others to "The Post.” 

Says Mr, Sutcliffe: “Owing to 
traffic congestion in the downtown 
section of Lindsay many merchants 
feel it is the duty of the Town 
Council to provide adequate park- 
ing space -- other than what is 
available on the main street -- to 
allow shoppers to park reasonably 
close to the stores in the main 

usiness section of the town.” 

He continued that “Of late, 

ge supermarket has been opened 
19 what was a dormant section of 
the town -- not until that lime a 
business section -- and has provided 
parking space for hundreds of cars. 
Many merchants feel that this has, 
somewhat, drawn business away 
from what has been, for many years, 
the downtown section.” 

“They feel,” Mr, Sutcliffe stated, 
“that since they have been estab- 
lished for years in business and 
have, therefore, contributed great- 
ly to the towns’ welfare -- through 
business taxation, etc. that it is, 
indeed, high time that Council gave 
immediate attention to a large, ade- 
quate, public parking lot in the 
eastern end of the town's business 
section.” 

“They have stated that they feel 
that several properties are, or have 
been in the past, available for such 
a parking lot, that would be self- 
sustaining, and cannot understand 
why council, since they have discus- 
sed the idea many times, have done 
nothing about it.”

Who having played their part on 
the stage of life. passed on into 
the realm of eternity .. . people 
Who, unless some of us take action 
in the not-too-distant future, will 
have even their last resting places 
obliterated by the passage of time 
and the ravages of the elements. 

Here in Lindsay, where well-kept 
cemeteries perpetuate the memory 
of the dead, this may seem like a 
Temote prospect and probably it is. 
But as close as six short miles 
beyond the westerly boundary of 
Lindsay there is a very real example 
of a land of forgotten dead. 

Reference is made to a small, 
unnamed cemetery at East Oak- 
wood. or what is better known to 
older residents as “Taylor’s Corn- 

ts.” This cemetery has an obscure 
background and even the oldest 
residents in the area can shed little 
light on its history. It is longer than 
most people thereabouts can re- 
member since anyone was laid to 
rest there. To the passerby it ap- 
pears to be just a clump of bushes 
and in truth it is, Wild raspberry 
canes and burdocks in profusicn 
mingle with the trees to almost 
obscure the headstones of those who 
are buried there and make entry 
to this final resting place a diffi- 
cult undertaking. 

In late autumn a visit was paid 
this intended burial ground and it 
Was surprising to find that it con- 
talned not one or two graves marked 
with headstones, but many, only 
one of which might be termed mod- 
ern .The visit was prompted py an 
editorial appearing in The Globe 
and Mall which fs reprinted in part 
with the thought that it might 
serve to stimulate interest in these 
old burial grounds on a local, if 
not provincial plane. 

“The existing law Js fairly com- 
plete with regard to public health 
requirements. The organization, 
care and responsibility of various 


types of cemeteries, especially 
those operated under municipal 
auspices, is amply provided for. 


But there are numbers of burial 
places throughout rural Ontario, 
usually containing the graves of 
pioneer settlers, which have been 
allowed to fall into a sad state 
of neglect as a result of weather 
or, too often, vandalism. In many 
cases, the title to these old ceme- 
terles js uncertain, Descendants 
who might have been expected to 
take an interest have often moved 
away, or are themselves dead. 
The dilapidated state of these 
premises makes q very bad Im- 
pression, and it is time something 
was done lo deal with the prob- 
lem 
"It was dealt with once before 
Following a survey made by Dr 
J. W. S. McCullough, then Chief 
Health Inspector tor the Province, 
the Henry Government in 1931 
amended the Cemeteries Act to pro- 
vide for the setting up of County 


| Cemetery Commissions, One mem- 


ber of these was to be appointed by 
the Lieutenant-Governor-in-Coun- 
cil, and the other two by the Coun- 
ty Council.

Public School Board Chairman 
Walter Peel covered the entire mat- 
ter in his address to the inaugural 
meeting of the school board in 
which he stated: 

“The Lindsay Public School Board 
is faced with the necessity of pro- 
viding the heaviest expansion pro- 
gramme in elementary school a=co- 
mmodation ever encountered by a 
school board in our town. 

“Mr. Harold Baty of the Lindsay 
Assessment Department has been 
most co-operative in supplying us 
with the number of children in the 
town in the different age brackets 
from 1 year to 5 years. This has 
made it possible to plan accurately. 
Our programme, therefore, is de- 
signed to provide accommodation 
only for children already vresent 
with us. Should there be additional 
growth in population due to indus- 
trial expansion, further accommo- 
dation must be provided. 

“In 1946 there were 873 pupils in 
our public schools. The present en- 
Tolment is 1208. We know that in 
1953 there were 201 in Grade I. The 
estimate for future years is approxi 
mately 200 annually. When we total 
these large classes of beginners as 
they progress through the schools 
and deduct the number who will be 
promoted from Grade VIII, we are 
confronted with the fact that 1958 
we will have 1600 pupils in our 
public schools, without kindergar- 
ten children. 

“After a great deal of careful 
study the Public School Board has 
decided upon the bold course of ac- 
tion which the situation demands. 
In addition, it is a very progressive 
step in elementary education in our 
town and this is to be accomplished 
in the most economical way that 
we have been able to determine. 

On November 18th, the entire 
Public School Board attended a 
Central Zone conference of the 
Ontario Urban and Rural School 
Trustees Association held in the 
Auditorium of the Weston Colleg- 
fate and Vocational School. Our 
purpose in attending was to hear 
the panel discussion on, “The Senior 
Public School.” The discussion by 
experts in this field of education 
was most interesting and enlighten- 
ing. Following this, Mr. Z. S. ?him- 
ister, Director of Elementary Educa- 
tion for the Toronto Board of Edu- 
cation, considered our Lindsay slju- 
ation with us and made many help- 
ful suggestions. Everyone was then 
taken on a conducted tour of the 
Weston Senior Public School to see 
the idea in operation. Some of us 
were mildly interested before, bul 
afler this we were unanimously 
convinced that a Senior Public 
School would be most beneficial for 
the girls and boys of Lindsay and 
that this would be an opportune 
time to start It. The idea of the 
Senior Public School was proposed 
for Lindsay In 1947, but it was not 
then opportune to initiate it, We. 
therefore, plan to make the present 
Central Public School, a Senior 
Public School, to accommodate all 
the children in Grades VII and VITT 
in the Town of Lindsay. This can 
be done at a minimum of expense 
It will provide for manual train- 
ing for the boys and household ec- 
onomics for the girls, wh.eh we 
have previously been unable to 
teach effectively. 

“Our Supervising Principal, Mr. 
Brian H. Bennett, B.A., B-Paed., i 
to be principal of the Senior Public 
School.

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The Liftlocks 
At Kirkfield 


By Linda Brown 
(Pupil S, S, 9, Fenelon) 

Cameron (PNS) -"There are 
many points of historical Interest 
in Victoria County, but the one 
that T like best is the liftlocks at 
Kirkfield. ‘To tourists and natives 
alike the liftlocks are a source 
of wonder and amazement that 
human hands could design so pow- 
erful a structure, To me, they are 
always interesting and thrilling, no 
matter how many times T see them. 

“We should all be proud that of 
the three liftlocks in the world, 
two are in our own vicinity, at 
Peterborough and Kirkfield. The 
other one is in Germany. 

“As the name implies, these locks 
are used to lift or lower boats from 
one level to another, These operate 
on-huge hydraulic cylinders and 
work on the same principle as your 
school-yard teeter-totter. When a 
boat on the high level enters the 
steel lock the gate is closed and it 
slowly lowers itself while forcing the 
other lock to the higher level. On 
reaching the lower level the gate 
is opened and the boat can move 
on its own way again, 

“These liftlocks were part of the 
Trent Valley System and were built 
somewhere around the year 1890. 
At first it was designed for war 
purposes, later as a short-cut for 
grain boats.

Each teacher has two 
classes, The home-room teacher 
gives instruction in English, mathe- 
matics and social studies to morn- 
ing or afternoon classes as the case 
other schools tof the town, A staff 
may be. Here there ‘s skill and 
drill, skill and drill in the basic 
subjects by teachers who are espec- 
jally chosen for the tasks. The in- 
terest classes alternate with the 
morning or afternoon classes, The 
teachers with special training or 
aptitude conduct their classes in 
special rooms with special equip- 
ment. These will include manual 
training, home economies, physical 
education, science, art, music, etc. 
“The grouping of the two grades, 
VII and VIII, in one schoo] has 
many advantages: | 5 

1. The girls and boys of the Sen- 
jor Public School age, 12-16 years, 
are separated from both the older 
and the younger groups and piaced 
in a schoo] that is especially or- 
ganized for the needs of the edol- 
escent. 

2. The Senior Public Schol en- 
vironment makes provision for a 
in all phases, the physical, mental, 
emotional and social sides of the 
girl and boy. 

3. The broadened curriculum pro- 
vides for the urges and activities, 
sociability and adventure, self- 
assertion and other characteristics 
of adolescence, 

4, Because there are several 
classes in each grade, the Senior 
Public School groups pupils togeth- 
er more carefully than can be done 
in the ordinary school with the 
result that instruction is adjusted 
to meet the individual variations 
and requirements.

(Pupil of S.S. No. 9 Fenelon) 
Cameron (PNS) “The first 
name given to Glenarm was Hard- 
scrabble. The church was where 
the cemetery now Js. It had a long, 
open shed at the back. The inside 
of the church was very plain, There 
were the pews and the minister had 
to go up a number of steps to the 
pulpit. Under him was a little box 
affair, where the presenter stood, 
who led the singing. They had no 
organ, for organs were considered. 
un-Godly. Instead of using a col 
lection plate, they had a long pole | 
and on the end was a little red bag 
into which the money was put. | 

“At one time there was a Metho- 
dist Church just north of where 
our present church stands. Some of 
the people from Islay, instead of 
going to the nearest church, would 
walk to Woodville or Beaverton, 


why they went past churches clos- 
er, they would explain, ‘It wasn’t 
the right kirk.’ 

“The people of Glenarm built the 
present church in 1893 and around 
it was an open shed on the north, 
south and west sides. These were 
later torn down and the present 
shed built. 

“Glenarm or Hardscrabble was 
quite a flourishing town at one 
time, with a doctor, two churches, | 
a manse, a blacksmith shop, a 
Hall, a jail, a hotel, a shoemaker’s 
shop, two stores and a much larger 
population. x 

“The shoemaker’s shdp was where 
Mrs. Percy Everson now lives. He 
had his shop in part of the house. 
He was Mf. Wm. Thornbury. Per- 
haps some of you know his daugh- 
ter, Miss Gertrude Thornbury, who 
taught in this district. ’ 

“One of the first storekeepers was 
Mr. Zeth Rickaby, then were Mur- 
chison and Gilchrist (this’ Mr. Mur- 
chison was Lily Murchison’s father, 
whom most of you know). Next was 
Mr. Jack Murchison, now of Tor- 
onto. Then came the present own- 
er, Mr. N. Sinclair, who had the 
misfortune to have his store burnt 
in 1925. At that time there was 
a blacksmith shop run by Mr. Ray- 
by with a house west of it. The 
fire started in the blacksmith shop 
and spread to the house, then to the 
store. A new store was built and a 
new blacksmith shop across the 
street.

legislation was widely approved at 
the time, but the succeeding Goy- 
ernment did not support it. The 
relevant sections were finally re- 
pealed by Premier Mitchell Hep- 
burn in 1938, and no arrangements 
were provided to continue the sup- 
ervising function. 

“Tt would be well if a Select Com- 
mittee investigated this former leg- 
islation and gave it serious con- 
sideration. It might be that many 
old-time cemeteries could be de- 
cently abandoned and the land re- 
turned to productive use according 
to the provisions of the law, But 
public opinion is generally against 
interference with the last resting 
Place of the dead. In such cases, it 
should also be willing to support a 
measure of landscaping and simple 
maintenance to express the com- 
munity respect for its founders and 
forbears. Many small places ‘in On- 
tario deserve great credit for the 
way they maintain their cemeteries 
It is a pity that others are less 
interested. Some sort of supervising 
body would seem to be necessary, 
The cost would be relatively small.”

BETTER LATE THAN NEVER 

For some time now we have been planning to say 
a few words about the Police Dept. and the steps it has 
tazen on one or two occasions to stamp out teen-age 
delinquency. 

A few weeks ago, as many will recall, the police here 
Were called out to investigate the upsetting of garbage 
cans along a North Ward street. After rounding up 
those responsible, the investigating officer equipped 
them with the necessary tools for cleaning up the mess 
they had made and later had them clean their equipment 
before returning it. In addition the youths involved 
were warned thai they faced possible charges. 

Later in the year which has just closed, the depart- 
ment was called on to investgate some broken windows 
and after rounding up the youths responsible, police 
supervised while the offending parties bought glass and 
installed it. 

Both of these incidents were, as many people later 
agreed, dealt with to great advantage. What better 
way to punish those who get into mischief than by mak- 
ing them repair the damage they create? Of course 
police action such as outlined could not be expected to 
excuse the offending parties from being dealt with ac- 
cording to law but as a preliminary and lasting reminder 


of the error of their ways, it has the appearance of being 


most effective.

HE STARTED STATION GARDENS 

The traditional benevolence of making two blades 
of grass grow instead of one was exemplified and am- 
plified by John Caesar, who died in Vancouver a few 
days ago, aged 102, He was originator of the station 
flower gardens which brighten the surroundings of rail- 
way properties across Canada. 

Coming from Britain as a youth, he worked for 
the Grand Trunk fora time, then joined the CPR in 1882, 
Possibly with recollections of the garden which is Ing- 
land, he set out lawn and flowers at Markdale, 100 miles 
north of Toronto on the Owen Sound branch. Most 
railway properties in those days were in drab surround- 
ings, but executives were too much engrossed in earning 
bond interest to care much about improvements. But 
John Caesar came, saw and conquered. The CPR for 
many years has given cash prizes for the best gardens, 
old and new, rewarding not only station agents but loco- 
motive foremen and others in charge of properties. 
Prize for the best garden in the Ontario district last year 
went to a Woodstock sectionman, F. Saunders. The 
Canadian National similarly encourages beatification of 
its properties across the Dominion, and has had the co- 
operation of local horticultural societies. 

Oldest pensioner of the CPR, John Caesar lived 
many years in retirement to watch the expansion of his 
plan and the creation of a perpetual memorial.

MINISTER OF EDUCATION FAVORS 
BACK TO THE “Three R's” 

We go right along with Ontario’s Education Min- 
ister Dunlop on his overall views on education. Speak- 
ing recently he deplored the removal of hard work and 
competition from schools and said there is a move- 
ment back to the “three R’s” and without them none of 
us can really navigate. . 

There's a lot of money being spent on education 
these days. Young people spend a good part of their 
lives acquiring the education to help fit them for the 
place they are to take in the world. In most communi- 
ties, the biggest single item in the tax bill is for educa- 
tional purposes. We know we're asking for trouble 
and an argument. But a lot of very average taxpayers 
are asking quietly if they are getting their money's 
worth in our present system of education. 

We are not prepared to get into the subject too 
deep because we are frank to admit we haye not had 
time to read that book entitled “The Hope Report” 
which hasn't proved a big seller in the book stores. Per- 
haps we are a bit old fashioned like the Hon. Mr. Dunlop. 
But we do look back with interest on the days when it 
was as big an honor to be chosen for a spelling match 
and stay up longest as it was to win a championship on 
field day. Perhaps he too can remember the competi- 
tions in “Mental Arithmetic” and when the copy books 
gave examples of good writing. 

If competition is good in field sports, in rugby and 
hockey and has to be met when every boy and girl goes’ 
out to make a living, it would seem’ that competition 
might bring some improvement in spelling, reading, 
writing and arithmetic. Perhaps some of you older 
readers remember when the first six students for the 
month in each grade had their names and marks pub- 
lished in the paper. We would like to confide to you 
that it wasn’t the newspapers which stopped this com- 
petition in school studies. Wonder if some of our older 
teachers would care to send in their views on this im- 
portant subject for publication?

SHORTER WORKING WEEK IN PETERBOROUGH 

Now that the Canadian General Blectric Company's 
plant, with its five-thousand workers, has a forty-hour 
week schedule, most of Peterborough’s employed people 
have a short working day and a short working week. 
Other chief Peterborough industries are also on the 
forty-hour week. Retail stores, which usually have 
longer hours than factories are likely to have a five-day 
week instead of the present five days anda half. Groc- 
ery, meat and fruit dealers are petitioning for a by-law 
to require stores in their category to close Mondays. 
Canada is a rich country and leisure is one of the poss 
ble fruits of riches. It cannot be said that Canadians 
are slow in demanding the leisure so quickly on the 
heels of their new-found wealth. 


What is a forty hour week? It is precisely one and 
two-thirds days. Thus, out of seven days in the week, 
many Peterborough people are working only one and 
two-thirds days. The rest of the time is their own, 
to do with as they wish. We have no quarrel with short 
hours, if production remains sufficient to provide the 
goods and services—the economic means—which have 
made short working time feasible. What happens7if so 
many people are idle so much of the week and the year 
that production is not enough to maintain them on the 
high material plane to which they have grown accus- 
tomed? If this were to occur, perhaps more and better 
machines could be invented and put to work in place of 
men. Would the Canadian millenium be reached when 
machines did all the work and humans merely played or 
sat their lives away—lotus-eaters in the snow?

Apart from the economic consequences of short 
working weeks there are two risks. The first is that 
when people work less than a quarter of a week, in actual 
hours, they may become so unaccustomed to work as to 
be incapable of it; that is, they may be conditioned to 
idleness, both inside and outside the plant. The second 
risk is that with three-quarters of their time free to dis- 
pose of as they wish, some people, ill-equipped to use 
their leisure well or happily, may become bored with life, 
Certainly, governments which formerly have devoted a 
great deal of time and thought to the problems of pro- 
duction and working, are now feeling pressure on them 
to deal with the problems which the new and extensive 
leisure time of the people has created, The weight 
of government responsibility is being shifted, from pro- 
duction to social problems. Is this a healthy sign in a 
young, expanding country :

Q. How can I check nosebleed? 

A. Pressure on the upper lip at 
the outer edge of each nostril will 
very often stop bleeding of the nose, 
A piece of ice rolled in cotton, or 
cotton soaked in ice water, may be 
inserted into the nostril and pres- 
sure applied from the outside; this 
also proves effective. Another 
method is to sit erect with arms 
Taised above the head, and ths 
head thrown back slightly. 

Q. How can I make a good apple- 
sauce cake? 

A_ By using one or two cups of 
applesauce and spreading over the 
buttered top of coffee cake. Sprinkle 
sugar and cinnamon mixture over 
the applesauce. 

Q How can I clean oil paintings? 

A. Make a thin paste of raw po- 
tatoes and clear water. Add fine 
pumice stone and mb on the paint- 
ings gently with a sponge. Then 
Wipe off with clear water and a 
clean \cloth. It is often advisable 
to apply a coat of clear varnish 
when the painting dries. 

Q. How can I keep fish from 
breaking when frying it? 

A. Put the pieces of fish in the 
hot fat with the skin side up, and 
brown well before turning. In this 
way there will be no possibiilty of 
the fish breaking up, as sometimes

The tests are expected to include 
detonation of a new-type hydrogen 


secret, But the new ingredient is 
believed in some quarters to be 
lithium, the lightest of metals. 

It is learned from reliable sources 
that one phase of the tests will be 
the delivery of a combat hydrogen 
bomb by a specially-equipped B36 
pomber. This part of the weapons 
tests probably will follow other 
chapters of the operation.

Fenelon Falls’ 
First Anglican 
Church 


by Rosalie Brokenshire 
(Pupil, S.S. 8, Fenelon) 


Cameron (PNS) -“The subject 
I have chosen to spedk on is the 
first Anglican Church, in Fenelon 
Falls. 

“This church was built in 1835, 
118 years ago. At that time there 
were very few settlers in the com- 
munity and among the first was 
a family by the name of Langton, 
who settled on a farm which is 
now known as the Blythe Farm. 

“Mr. Langton was very interested 
in a place to worship, so he and 
his friends planned to build a 
church. This building was made 
of logs. The wealthier people gave 
money and the poorer ones did the 
work on it. At first they did not 
have a minister at all, but the ones 
that were passing by or the visit- 
ing ones. The people were English, 
Scotth and Irish, They used this 
church for one year and this burned 
down. 

“In 1836, a new frame church was 
begun and Rev. Mr. Fidler was its 
first full-time minister. It took 
three years before it was finished. 
The grounds around it was set aside 
as a cemetery. Eighty to a hundred 
people attended this church morn- 
ing and night. 

“People walked several miles and 
some came in boats to attend 
church. Some brought lunches so 
they could stay for the evening ser- 
vice. 

“There were twelve ministers 
while they used this church. The 
last one was Rev. Mr. MacNamara. 
It was closed for quite a few years 
and then Mr. Laker brought it to 
live there. Mr. Hand bought it from 
him and he still owns it. 

“Inside it there are old boards 
lying on the floor and the ceiling 
is falling down. There is one sep- 
arate room where the people had 
church and another where they 
talked afterwards. 

“If any of you are interested in 
this building you can get a book at 
the library called “A Gentlewoman 
in Upper Canada” written by Anne 
Langton”. 

History repeats itself, it is said 
The best we can hope for is thal 
nothing which has happened rec- 
ently will be repeated too soon.-- 
Cornwall Standard-Freeholder.

“Our Farm”

Cameron (PNS) -- “I am going 
to speak on the history of our 
farm. 

“Perhaps there is nothing more 
special about our farm than about 
any other in the district, but I 
think there is, as it was one of the 
first farms in the district taken

“The new home to replace this, 
was the log house which still re- 
mains north of the present home, 
facing the 4th concession and it was 
here that my great-great-grandpar- 
ents spent the rest of their days. 

“My great-grandfather, next in 
line, built the log house which is 
now our winter kitchen, and the 
log barn, later adding the brick 
house and frame barn. 

“Later the farm came into the 
hands of my grandfather, and now 
Mother and Dad. 

“Actually, it is now 128 years 
since the farm was taken from the 
Crown, and my brothers, sisters and 
myself, are the fifth generation in 
direct line, but really sixth in blood 
line to take over the responsibili- 
ties of our farm. 

“T think I have good reason to 
conclude that our farm is something 
more special than adding a link 


to Victoria County History. Don’t 
you?”

I never in my time as Mayor asked 
the police at any time to “soft pedal” 
anything at any time, 

I called Reeve Butler by telephone 
and asked him if he madg the 
statement in Council, why and he 
replied to me that he did not know 
who told him, He also said that he 
knew that T would never make such 
a statement, 

T.want you, Mr, Editor, to correct 
this statement and to do so in your 
editorial column, where you criticiz- 
ed me, 

This statement was made in the 
presence of Councillors, IT was not 
present or I would have stopped the 
statement right then and there.

Old Javanese Art ‘‘Batik Work’’ 
Provides Basis For Interesting 
Demonstration Here By An Expert 


Gustav Weisman, one of Canada’s , designs grow . . 


most promising young artists gave 


a demonstration of his work on 


patik at the meeting of the Lindsay 
Art Guild at the LCI on Saturday 
night 


Batik work 1s, he says, “a 
old technique, the Javanese 
= developed it more thorough- 
an others who also practiced 
it... in Egypt, India and portions 
of Northern Europe.” He mentioned 
that the work was carried out on 
batik “prior to any time when there 
might have been any interchange 
of ideas” between these countries. 


He explained that in Java, batik 
work “was used for the garb of 
royalty in first service . . 
then it came down and was used 
by the population generally.” One 
reason why it was so exclusive, he 
said, was that “it was a very pains- 
taking process ... taking several 
months... (their methods) slower 
than the present day methods.” 

As he spoke to the large gather- 
ing, the Toronto artist was giving | 
a demonstration of the work, One 
begins with unbleached cotton, 
(linen or silk) boiling it in water 
and small amount of lye to get 
the dressing out of the material. 


Fastened to a frame, the cloth is 
then drawn on with pencil. On this 
point Mr. Weisman said that “most 
designs are free .. . cloth should 
be approached without any precon- 
ceived idea... I let the design | 
grow as I work. A simple line with 
a pencil suggests another line and 
so on... it is breaking up of space 
. the important ingredients to 
ember being balance, harmony 
and variety. These are the import | 
ant bases of all design and are re- 
lated to the basic things in life.” 

He continued that art is an “ex- 
pression of all life, being very much 
akin to life itself ...an attempt to 
cateh the thread and validity that 
runs through all of life... the 


| created, 


. two lines call for, 
demand, a third.” 

After the rough design had been 
pencilled in, Mr. Weisman applied 
hot wax to the areas he wished to 
be resistant to the dye he would 
later use. He explained that the 
dyes he used were special, but that 
ordinary cold water dyes could give 
satisfactory results. After the areas 
had been waxed in, he applied tne 
first dye to the fabric. This waxing 
and dyeing process is cairied on 
alternately until his design is com- 
plete, he said. The thing to remem- 
ber, he noted, was to ge from light 
colours to dark, and to be sure of 
what colour would result when one 
dye was applied over another. 

Mr. Weisman's career was waced 
by Mr. Allan Lacey, who introrluced 
him. Born in Lithuania, Mr. Weis- 
man came to Canada at an early 
age (2 yrs.) living first in Winnipeg, 
then later in Toronto. He entered 
the Ontario College of Art, graduat- 
ing in 1950. He had the honour of 
winning an IODE prize in Art in 
1951, and a prize given by the Royal 
Canadian Academy. In 1951, Mr. 
Weisman spent six months in Mexi- 
co studying fresco work, winning 
a scholarship to that country in 
1952 to study mural technique. He is 
living at present at Locust Hill anc 
teaching several classes in art in 
the city, including a fourth-year 
class in mural work at the OCA He 
is married and has an eight-month- 
old son. 

On display were many of Mr. 
Weisman's batik panels, several 
skirts the material of which he had 
as well as conventional 
ofl paintings, drawings and sketch- 
es. '

Chief of Police John Hunter told 
“The Post” that the revenue of the 
parking meters in Lindsay did fal: 
off somewhat during the last six 
or seven months of 1953. But he also 
said that nobody at any time told 
him that he and his men were to 
“lay off” giving tickets out for 
parking by-law infractions here. 
He says he believes the revenue was 
down a “little each month since 
May.” 

Chief Hunter also pointed out 
that “eight of the best meters” from 
a financial standpoint, at the Kent 
and William Sts. intersection, were 
ordered removed by Town Council 
so that town buses could park there 
to load and unload passengers.

County Robert A. Bradt, of Veru- 
Jam, in his Warden's Address to the 
members of the County Council 
at their morning session today 
stressed the importance of coun- 
cil members’ close scrutiny of “every 
item of expenditure before it re- 
ceives your sanction.” He also men-

Said the Warden: -“There is a 
very large volume of business to be 
transacted at this Session as you 
will have realized from the mass 
of documents presented to you yes- 
terday and also from the many 
motions that will be introduced dur- 
ing the week. The Council ts called 
upon to assume over-increasing obli- 
gations and I have confidence that 
you will scrutinize very carefully 
every item of expenditure before 
it, receives your sanction. We must 
remember that these funds are ours 
to be held in trust for our ratepayers 
and as prudent business men we 
should see that whatever progress 
we can afford is carried oul with as 
much economy as possible, 

“The debenture debt this year 
will be reduced by the amount of 
$60,827.12. I do not anticipate that 
we will need to issue any new 
debentures this year. 

“Last year a Special Committee 
Was appointed to inquire regarding 
the possibility of purchasing some 
Jand in the County for Public Park 
purpose. This Committee viewed 
several locations but have made no 
definite decision, I feel that this 
matter should be pursued further 
during. the year, 

“It will be ne 
sion for you to decide on the rate 
that should be levied this year for 
expenditure on the Road System. 
Estimates will be submitted for 
your guidance and also a review of 


the work carried out during the last | 


year.” 

Mr, Bradt was elected Warden for 
1954 on the third ballot at the 
Council's inaugural meeting on

The printed word has long been 
considered one of the best forms 
of disseminating news or inform- 
ing the public on matters of interest, 
This was recognized back in 1864 
when the village of Oakwood (eight 
miles west of Lindsay) had its 
first and what is believed to be its 
only newspaper published. A copy 
of this paper was found recently in 
the vault of McCullough & Britton, 
Barristers, Stouffville Ont. and 
came into the possession of Mr. 
Fred O'Neill Oakwood. The paper 
was called “The Tattler” and bears 
the dateline, “Oakwood, November 
15th, 1864." 


The newspaper”s publication was 
evidently inspired by a temperance 
campaign which was in full swing 
in the Oakwood district at that 
time and opens with a letter or a 
“communication” as it was termed 
which was obviously designed to in- 
fluence a public which was shortly 
to vote on the issue Captioned “The 
License Question” here is the 
letter: 

(To The Editor of the Tattler) 

Mr, Editor— Secing an advertise- 
ment notifying the ratepayers of 
Mariposa that on the 2lst of No- 
vember and the two following days, 
a poll will be held at Oakwood, for 
the purpose of allowing the rate- 
payers to vote “yea” or “nay” on 
the By-law prohibiting the issue of 
licenses for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in the township of Mariposa, 
and learning that a series of meet- 
ings are being held for the purpose 
of persuading the ratepayers of 
Mariposa to vote “yea” on the By- 
law, the speakers making use of 
unfalr arguments to illustrate and 
carry thelr point, deeming a tem- 
porary success at a meeting of para- 
mount importance to the good of 
the public, 

Those people it is sald, expend an 
immense amount of eloquence to 
prove that intemperance is un evil 
—a fact which is patent to every- 
body, and requires no frothy flow 
of words to prove. But as the subject 
js one of importance I think the 
matter ‘should be laid before the 
public in all {ts bearings. 

Were the measure to pass, and 
were it observed to the 
which it would not be,—what would 
be the result? In the first place, 
the loss of the license money from

‘town's streets. Vhe appearance of 
this unusual-looking mode of trans- 
portation caused considerable spec- 
ulation as to who owned it, who 
designed it and so forth. It devel- 
oped that, until just at the turn of 
the year, the snowmobile was owned 
by Mr. G, Collison who has since 
been kind enough to provide -his 
paper with some interesting back- 
ground on this mode of winter 
‘transport. Mr. Collison writes. 

“Any person reading the current 
magazines tailored for a man’s 
taste can’t help but notice the 
interest shown in older model cars, 
The automobile has indeed become 
a hobby horse, especially in United 
States. Antique cars turn back the 
pages’ of history and span a gap 
of time than many- of us still re- 
member, Older people especially can 
recall the days when these vehicles 
were gracing the showrom floor. 
And it doesn’t take long to get a 
flow of incidents and anecdotes -- 
many humorous and many that are 
just as well forgotten. It does serve 
to show us the vast improvements 


over a long period. 

“One of these vehicles has been 
around town for a year. It takes us 
back 25 years to a period when 
roads were not ploughed in winter. 
Automobiles were drained and put 
away about the time of the first 
white frost and left in storage ‘til 
the rutted roads dried out in the 
spring. Only a few determined in- 
dividuals drove their cars until deep 
snow in gunuary forced them off 
the road. The horse once more

The Snowmobile in Lindsay was 
originally the property of Dr. Earl 
of Omemee. It is a 1926 Ford road- 
ster fitted with skis instead of 
front wheels. The rear is fitted with 
tandem wheels which run in a 
caterpillar type track. The width 
of the vehicle or tread is narrowed 
so it could traverse the sleigh and 
cutter tracks left by the horses. 

“To give the vehicle power an 
auxiliary transmission was placed 
behind the Ford planetary trans- 
mission. It was further fitted with 
‘the Model T Ford truck rear end 
which is a worm drive -- powerful, 
‘but, oh so slow! 

“To accommodate all this extra 
gear the wheel base had to be 
lengthened. This was done by re- 


moving the transverse Ford spring 

and suspending the rear axle from 

two longitudinal springs extending 
(Please Varn To Tage 4) 


made, not just in a year or so but 


reigned supreme!

There were two accidents investi- 
gated today by Constable Jim Hall, 
of the Lindsay detachment of the 
OPP, one causing $250 damage and 
the other very little.

Low Blood Pressure (Hypertension) 
A Sign of Poor Health 

When we read or speak about 
blood pressure, most of us have in 
mind high blood pressure because 
it is high blood pressure (or @ 
weakness of the coats of the blood 
vessels) that causes heart strokes 
(coronary thrombosis) or brain 
strokes (apoplexy). 

We do not read or speak about 
low blood pressure so much becaus® 
It ls not so dangerous to life. What. 
blood pressure is really a sign of 
ill health, that we need more pres- 
sure behind our heart and arterles 
to carry the blood with its nourish- 
ment to all the tissues of the body 

In the Boston number of Medical 
Clinics of North America, Dr, Walter 
Judson states that maintaining @ 
good or normal level of blood pres- 
sure depends on (a) the strength of 
the heart muscle to pump blood 
through the blood vessels, and (b) 
a tightening or narrowing of the 
blood vessels to make resistance to 
the flow of blood which means that 
the heart muscle must be strong 
to force the blood through these 
narrow tightened vessels. 

The various conditions which in- 
terfere with normal or sufficient 
bloog pressure are & decrease in the 
strength of the heart muscle Stself, 
and something interfering with the 
tightening of the blood vessels sO 
htat they do no put up enough re- 
sistance to make heart pump harder 
to send the blood through them. The 
heart does not need to be strong to

blood vessels This lack of tightness 
or resistance of the blood vessels 
which lower the blood pressure !s 
caused by complex disturbances

Premier Frost Reports: 


Says Unconditional Grants 


Should Reduce 


Declares Ontario Power-hungry 


Premier Lesile M. Frost on Mon, 


reviewed the affairs of the province 


in a special commentary dealing 
with various phases of the prov- 
ince's life. Here is the text of his 
address: 

“At this time may I speak of the 
task which lies before us. The be- 
ginning of a year is a good tine 
to take stock. 1954 is going to be 
another challenging year. Because 
of the days in which we live, things 
of great importance will come be- 
fore us for decision and action, The 
Twentieth Century is indeed Can- 
ada's and our province is sharing 
with the rest of Canada unparallel- 
ed growth and development whica: 
of course, brings in its train the 
problems of a growing country. 
Ontarlo has just passed the five 
million mark in population, The 
next five or six years will see an- 
other million people in our province, 
Last year more than one-half of 
the new people coming to our 
country settled in Ontario. 130,000 
children were born here. Each year 
We have to provide for between 50 
and 60,000 more children our 
schools. With such growth we neve 
reach a point of balance for long. 
What is adequate today beconies in- 
adequate tomorrow if we are not 
constantly on the move. Such are 
the necessities of a dynamic, ex- 
panding economy. Such are the 
challenges of a century which is 
ours. With that background we can 
consider some of our problems. 

“Speaking of schools and educa- 
uon, last year we had in our prim- 
ary schools an increase of about 
52,000 in enrolment. The building 
of new schools kept pace with this 
great enlargement and good teach- 
ers were found to man these addi- 
tions. 1954 indicates an increased 
enrolment of 54,000 children. The 
building program in progress will 
take care of the increase in both 
primary and secondary schools. Our 
teachers’ colleges with the aid of 
the emergency training plan will 
supply us with enough good teach- 
ers to keep abreast of the problem 
which is certainly going to be with 
us for the foreseeable future, cer- 
tainly for the balance of the 1950s 
and well into the 1960s. That Is 
why our efforts are directed to the 
essentials and fundamentals of 
education. Grants to schools alone 
are now nearly as much as the 
entire provincial budget for all 
purposes twenty years ago.

The provincial grants to munici- 
palities now take up about one- 
third of the provincial budget, In 
the past few years they have been 
expanded six-fold which, of course, 
has greatly assisted in municipal 
problems. Expansion has presented 
its challenges to all levels of gov- 
ernment and not the least to our 
municipalities. More population has 
meant that municipal services have 
become inadequate. People haye 
flooded over the boundaries of our 
urban centres into the adjoining 
country. This was the principal 
cause of-the problems of Metropo- 
litan Toronto which is now engayed 
in a great experiment in goverh- 
ment unique in America, This new 
plan was established by Bill 80 
passed by the Legislature las: 
spring, At the same time the Leg- 
islature adopted another measure 
keeping Ontario in the lead in

Two Meters 
nspector 


Mr. R. Lawler, Lindsay's parking 
meter inspector, told “The Post” 
that though the meters need over- 
hauling rather, badly all but one or 
two are in working condition. Mr. 
Lawler says that when the Town 
installed the meters in May of 1947 
they were 450 in number. 

However, ten have been since 
removed at the Kent and William 
Streets intersection to allow park- 
ing of tgwn buses and five in other 
places where there are laneways, 
etc, bringing the actual number 
now to 335. He said that six meters 
had to be repaired by the McCrae 
Machine and Foundry Oo, and 
were re-installed last Saturday. 
There are still one or two to be put. 
back into place, he said. 

Asked how many were, on the 
average ,out of commission, even if 
only temporarily, Mr, Lawler said 
perhaps 10 meters a day had to have 
some mechanical adjustment done 
them by himself, 

The need for the cleaning and 
overhauling of the meters here was 
brought up at a recent meeting 
of Town Council by Reeve Richard 
Butler who told council he believed 
the meter heads should be taken 
off, cleaned and completely over- 
hauled if it be necessary. His sug- 
gestion to write the manufacturer 
about this Is to be carried out. Mr, 
Lawler says that the meters ought 
to be checked once every two years, 
He said too, that the company 
doing such work, had been moved 
from Peterborough to a more-dis- 
tant city. 

Taking the figure 335 as the num- 
ber of meters In operation, and the 
figure quoted in council as the 
meter revenue (net profit after ex- 
penses) in 1953, $11,648.57, it will

Mr. Brown 
says the 1954 head of the Board will 
be chosen at the February meeting, 
the first of that body’s new year. 


More Fires In '53 
But Losses Down 


Toronto, Jan. 19 (BUP) -- The 
Ontario Fire Marshall’s Office re- 
ports that Ontario had more fires 
in 1953 than the previous year but 
the losses were down nearly five 
million dollars. 

Fires last year were responsible 
for the deaths of 156 persons and 
injuries to 274, 

Charges of arson were laid a- 
gainst 38 persons during the past 
year and 24 of these were convicted 

Ontario's two biggest fires were in 
Toronto in the last quarter of the 
year. On Auust the 19th fire caused 
damage estimated at more than 750 
thousand dollars to White's Hard- 
ware. The next biggest was at the 
Chrome Chazir Company on Nov- 


ember 13th, with a loss total of 614 
thousand dollars.

The United States and Canada 
will spend 17-and-a-half million 
dollars to repair Niagara Falls and 
install a water control system to 
prevent further erosion. 

A total of 14 million dollars will 
be spent in the construction of a 
15-hundred foot contro] structure 
above Goat Island on the Canadian 
side of the Falls to spread the 
water more evenly oyer Canada’s 
Horseshoe Falls. 

Control of the water will be car- 
ried out through tunnels to be used 
in connection with the power pro- 
ject. Authorities plan to let 100- 
thousand cubic feet of water a 
‘second flow over in daylight dur- 
ing the tourist season from April 
to September 15th. - 

At night and in the winter the 
flow will be only five thousand feet. 

Another three million dollars will 
be spent to dredge the river bottom 
above the Horseshoe Falls to repair 
two sections which have eroded 
from the lip of the Falls. 

Although the Falls will be tem=- 
porarily turned off the Niagara 
Control Board hopes tourists will 
find the repair work just as fascin- 
ating as the Falls. The Board plans 
to build platforms for watchers and 
construct models in miniature of 
what 1s being done and why.--BUP 


Alleged Violation 
Missionaries’ Rights 
Said Being Probed 


Toronto, Jan. 19 (BUP) -- A 
United Church Presbytery says it 5 
bas been informed that the Cana- 
dian government is investigating 
two cases of alleged violation of 
the rights of Canadian Protestant 
missionarles in South America. 

The Toronto Centre Presbytery 
wrote Externa] Affairs Minister at 
its last session calling his attention 
to charges that Roman Catholics 
ere persecuting Protestants in Spain 
and Columbia.

PARKING IS VERY CONGESTED 
ALONG PEEL STREET... 

To say that parking space is at a premium along 
Peel Street during the curling season is to make a state- 
ment that no one will disagree with, not even the curlers. 
Parking is very definitery at a premium along the street 
between William and Cambridge Sts. and those coming 
in from out of town points to curl must often find it dif- 
ficult to get adequate parking space. 

In view of this congestion, it would seem possible 
for town officials to make available to the curlers, on a 
temporary basis, use of some land held by the town 
which can be reached by two laneways off Peel St. The 
property referred to is that which formerly provided 
storage accommodation for vast quantities of cordwood 
used in the manufacture of candysticks and other fine 


doweling. 

The arrangement might make possible the elimina- 
tion of two-side parking on Peel Street and troublesome 
traffic congestion. In the meantime all motorists 
would no doubt consider it a courtesy if those parking on 
the street made sure they were as snug to the curb as 


“possible. This in itself would greatly facilitate the flow 


of traffic. 


LINDSAY CANNOT AFFORD TO BE DISINTERESTED 
Lindsay cannot afford to be disinterested in the plan 
currently being discussed in municipal circles in this dis- 
trict which proposes that a causeway be built across 
Pigeon Lake to link Peterborough and Bobcaygeon di- 
rectly by road. The plan, if it does go through, will 
probably mean a considerable cut-back in tourist traffic 
travelling by way of Lindsay and tend to channel more 
and more north country trade and traffic via Peterbor- 
ough rather than Lindsay which has been its natural 
source of supply over the years. 
The proposal to build such a causeway is by no means 
a new idea. It has been advanced on numerous occas- 
jons in the past but to this moment has never received 
a great deal of support from those who would be called 
upon to-pay for it. Lindsay, as a major contributor to 
county coffers, would be required to make a considerable 
contribution should Victoria County commit itself to the 
project. It is doubtful if Lindsay ratepayers would be 
wholeheartedly behind such a scheme, especially when 
they realize that it is likely to be to the detriment of 
their tourist trade. -The same might be said of many 
who cater to tourists in the area this side of Bobcaygeon 
Baxeseile they would stand to lose heavily by such a project 
because it is the tendency of tourists to press “onward, 
ever onward,” when invading an area... That they 
would backtrack once reaching Bobcaygeon is hardly 


likely. 


The village of Bobcaygeon would, it seems, stand to 


gain very little by endorsing such a project because it is 
already served by a good highway from south-central 
Ontario. The causeway would only mean that the 
village's tourist trade would come in via another road. 


Peterborough, on the other hand, would stand to 
gain materially, because it would add another main tour- 
ist artery leading into the city which is now well served 
to the extent that it enjoys a virtual monopoly on tourist 
trade entering that vast area east of Pigeon Lake and 
north to Gooderham and points easterly en route. 

The present division is a natural one and the people 
on this side of the natural divide should protect their 
heritage lest in driving with a loose rein they lose the 


tourist trade benefits with 
them. 


THE WORLD'S MOST ENDURING 
TOPIC OF CONVERSATION 

It is probably both correct and conservative to say 
that the world’s most enduring topic of conversation

is the weather. Weather of any kind is a subject which 
people can always talk about when they can find noth- 
ing else of common interest. It serves as an opener 
for conversation among strangers and js the basis for 
a number of heated discussions even on the coldest days 
..... This has-been particularly evident during the cold 
wave which appears to be taking a brief respite as this is 
written ....A few degrees variation in thermometers 
can sometimes cause lifelong friends to ‘get to feudin' " 
concerning the accuracy of their recording apparatus. 

The weather is also said to provide an excellent emo- 
tional outlet for those people who have to “blow off 
steam”. periodically. They can always let go at the 
weatherman who, fortunately, is usually so far away 
that he is unaware that he is being berated unless, per- 
chance, he may suffer the occasional attack of “burning 
ears.” . 

Indirectly, the weather is probably responsible for a 
lot of other topics of conversation such as the amount of 
fuel being consumed, the best type of air-conditioning 
system to install; what types of clothes are most suitable 
under the ever-changing conditions to which the weath- 
er subjects us, not to mention a few other things such as 
frozen water pipes, exhausted car batteries, cold feet, hot 
heads, and so forth, all of which are related to the gen- 


eral topic of weather in some way. 

Can anyone suggest anything in the world. today 
which provides a more enduring or more vigorous topic 
of conversation than “the weather”?

~ STRAIGHT TALK ON DRINKING 

French-speaking Canadians, if they do not within 
10 years start practising Lemperance and economy, 
“will cease to exist,” warns Cardinal Leger, Roman 
Catholic Archbishop of Montreal. In a public address 
he said: “A people which spends nearly®$1,000,000,000 a 
year onalcohol and yet is too poor to eliminate slums, to 
better the school system, to improve the living condi- 
tions for certain classes of society, is a people which has 
signed its death warrant.” 

His Eminence was speaking in his own diocese and 
province, but certainly his warning was not restricted 
thereto, for on his visit to Toronto last November he 
said: ‘Alcohol flows freely and in large quantities, alas, 
in all our Canadian provinces.” Indeed, it flows in 
steadily increasing quantity, for in. 1947, according to the 
Bureau of Statistics, Canadians spent only a little more 
than half the total that Cardinal Leger mentions as cur- 
rent figure. The rise is related in some degree to popu- 
lation increase, but per capita consumption, even allow- 
ing for purchases by tourists from abroad, has reached a 
disturbing figure. 

Cardinal Leger throughout his ecclesiastical career 
has consistently sought reform of the social order. As 
Bishop he spoke out fearlessly on the subject of liquor 
abuse, and sponsored a demand upon the Quebec goy- 
ernment for stricter law enforcement. 

It is not enough to deplore drunkenness; even 
liquor manufacturers in their own interest preach mod- 
eration. Selfishness is behind abuse of liquor, as with 
excessive driving speed or any other form of intemper- 
ance. Tragic occurrences continually demonstrate that 
too much liquor is consumed, but those who by precept 
and example could do something about it ara likely to re- 
ject responsibility and point the finger at others. From 
these—and all Canadians—Cardinal Leger’s words com- 
mand consideration. —The Telegram.

ILLITERACY IN HIGH SCHOOLS 

With a crisis developing in the relations here be- 
tween teachers and boards of education, it was to be ex- 
pected that the local conventions. of secondary and 
public schoo] teachers would devote time to the personal 
problems confronting them: 

It is not to be thought, however, that these issues 
will continue to preoccupy them to the exclusion of oth- 
er matters. Modern education is under fire on several 
fronts, and the teaching profession is involved directly. 
President Dodds of Princeton University, writing in a 
U. S. magazine, finds that U.S. high schools have two 
glaring weaknesses—an assembly-line approach to edu- 
cation geared to slower students, and a pre-occupation 
with vocational subjects at the expense of basic sub- 
jects, He reports that business leaders tell him that 
it is increasingly difficult to find young employees with 
a firm grasp of the “three R's.” Te remarks that he 
would seriously consider sending a gifted son to a private 
secondary school, even if it involved real financial sacri- 
fice, rather than a public high school. His preference 
for a private school opens up other issues, but his opinion 
of the results being obtained by schoo] will have some 
supporters in this country. 

President Sidney Smith of the University of Toronto 
has from time to time criticized the calibre of students 
coming from the high schools to the University.. In his 
annual report In 1952 he was particularly critical of the 
“illiteracy” of many high school products, and he blamed 
‘the high schools for not giving them a solid grounding 
in basic subjects. As in the U.S., this opinion has been 
supported here by business leaders. 

Although teachers and school boards may disa- 
gree, the fact that this criticism is made by responsible 
persons should persuade them to examine the Curricula 
and teaching methods on the reasonable assumption that 
there is always room for improvement. ‘1

_ Thomas Davies, one of Lindsay's 
oldest citizens and perhaps its oldest 
-a man with an interesting history 
of achievement in the town, recently 
celebrated his 90th birthday at his 
home here. He, who until four years 
ago was active as the town’s health 
inspector, spent a quiet day at home 
on Sunday January 10th, when he 
celebrated the four-score years and 
ten milestone 

Born in Wales, he came to Canada 
with his parents as a young boy and 
began his working life as a youth. 
He is probably one of the few liv- 
ing men who can say he helped to 
bulld the Grand Trunk and Can- 
adian Pacific railroads into Lind- 
say in the town’s early days. 

He was a passenger on the first 
train to pull into the town, on the 
GTR line from Whiby, and later, 


{he helped with the work of extend- 


ing the line through Kinmount to 
Haliburton, He lived for several 
years at Gelert and Burnt River. 
When the CPR came to the town, 
he helped to construct the railroad 
timber piling along the Scugog river- 
bank. 

Married in 1892 to the former 
Edith Jane Yeo of Sonya he became 
a widower in 1944, two years after 
the couple celebrated their golden 
wedding anniversary. 

For many years, he and Mrs. 
Davies farmed in Victoria County 
in North Emily and Verulam: Town- 
ships. When the County built the 
Home for the Aged he became its 
first manager, 

About 45 years ago, he came into 
town and entered the building trade, 
erecting many fine homes in Lind- 
say. He also took a part in munici- 
pal affairs, serving for four years 
on Council, and as stated previously, 
later became the town’s health in- 
spector in 1928. 

At present, Mr. Davies has one 
brother surviving from his family 
Arthur, also living in Lindsay. His 
children number six, three of them, 
Charles, Orville and Wilfred living 
in Detroit. another Harry, in Raw- 
lings, Wyoming and two daughters 
in Lindsay, Ethel, at home and Mrs. 
W. D. Price There are seven grand- 
children and ten great grandchild- 
Ten.

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Hydro Commission To Consider 


Proposals Subm 


itted By Union 


A lengthy meeting -- about five 
hours -- took place Thursday night 
between a Hydro Commission com- 
mittee, two members of the Hydro’s 
operating crew, and two representa- 
tives of the National Union of Pub- 
lic Service Employees. The meeting 
was the first between these two 
groups to work towards a collective 
bargaining agreement. The agree~ 
ment to do so was reached early 
in the morning following a week- 
long strike by the local utility's 
operating employees. The reason 
they struck, they stated at the 
time, was for “simple recognition 
of their union.” 

One of the Commission commit- 
‘tee members, Manager J. Light- 
body, told “The Post" this morning 
that the “union submitted a tenta- 
tive proposal which will be present- 
ed to the Commission in due 
course.” 

He continued that this “draft 
proposal for a signed agreement” 


concerned wages and working con- 
ditions. The Commission will study 
the proposals when they are pre- 
sented to them. 

It is reported that the Commis- 
sion will not wait until their next 
regular meeting to discuss this 
matter, but will probably have a 
special meeting .. , to find out how 
this would affect the utility's fin- 
ances, services, etc. 

It was pointed out that the Hy- 
dro representatives, Commissioner 
Reg, Cozens and Manager J. Light- 
body, were only a committee. Mr. 
Lightbody ssid that he could not 
Telease details of the proposed a- 
greement until the Commission had 
met and studied it.

A ball of fire that soithetiiashod across 
Ontario, Quebec and New York 
state at dawn yesterday may have 
fallen into Georgian Bay, a Uni- 
versity of Toronto expert in stellar 
physics sald last night. 

“It was probably the size of a 
football, travelling up to 45 miles 
a second,” said Dr. Helen Hogg of 
the university’s Dunlap Observa- 
tory at Richmond Hill. “I'd guess 
it was 75 to 100 miles up” when 
seen. 

Startled residents of Ontario and 
Quebec centres from Toronto to 
Montreal and north to Sudbury 
called police and radio stations for 
explanation. Many citizens thougat 
the object was a burning plane. 

Dr. Hogg said reports reaching 
her were that the object went from 
east to west. One report, from Parry 
Sound told of an explosion “like a 
25-pound bomb” after a flash of fire. 

“That blast indicates Parry Sound 
was probably less than 30 miles 
from the object’s path,” she said. 
“Tt may have landed in Georgian 
Bay west of there, or it may have 
burned out before reaching the 
earth.” 

At Sudbury the object gave off a 
bluish glow. In Toronto, it appeared 
as a downward trail of fire. In New 
York state and in Montreal, obsery- 
ers thought it was a burning plane. 

Widely scattered centres reported 
the flaming object slammed into 
the ground nearby. Dr. Hogg said, 
however, that this was unlikely. 

“These things often appear to be 
coming to earth when they disap- 
pear over the horizon.” 

At Kingston, four men im a car 
Said they saw a “fiery-looking ball 
| slam into a clump of trees.” Similar 
reports came from New York state. 

Experts were undecided on what 
the object should be called. 

Dr. P. M. Millman of Ottawa, 
head of the stellar physics section 
of the Dominion Observatory, said 
scores of reports reaching him indi- 
cated the object was a meteor that 
burned itself out some 30 miles 
above the earth.

Its 
purpose was to obtain all available 
information on how to obtain a 
Public Health Unit, and also what 
services this would include, Dr. 
Struthers came from the Dept. of 
Health to give this information, 
show a film, and answer any ques- 
tions, 

The meeting opened by singing 
“QO Canada,” with Mrs. Goodman 
at the piano. The president, Mrs. 
Lloyd Beatty, welcomed local mem- 
bers, Red School members, fathers, 
Dr. Thomas, and also the guest 
speaker, Dr. Struthers. 

John Goodman, accompanied by 
‘his mother, sang a solo, “Bless This 
House,” which everyone enjoyed. 

Mrs. Beatty called on Dr. Thomas, 
who in turn, introduced the speak- 
er, Dr. Struthers of the Depart- 
ment of Health, Toronto. 

Dr. Struthers opened by telling 
members he had been in Bobcay- 
geon in February, 1945, but appar- 
ently he hadn’t done a very good 
job, as nohing had been done about 
a County Unit in the meantime. 
First. of all, he showed a very in- 
teresting film, entitled, “Between 
‘the Lines.” It showed in great detail 
just what services were available 
through the Dept. of Health.” 

Dr. Struthers then started his 
talk by saying just what a Health 
Unit would include, namely, “a doc- 
tor for every 20,000 people, a nurse 
for every 5,000 people, a dentist, 
and also a clinic, where pre-school 
children could be taken for immun- 
ization needles, etc, and many other 
needs.” 

“There should be 25,000 to 30,000 
people in the area, and this service 
would cost T0c per person yearly. 
There are 27 counties that already 
have this service and, since Vic- 
toria County haven't quite the 
required number of people, it was 
suggested that perhmeps all or part 
of Peterboryeugh or Haliburton 
County would consider joining with 
Victoria County. 

A question and answer period 
was conducted by Dr. Struthers. 
One question was, “What is the 
procedure to go about getting a 
Unit?” and the answer was “Take 
it to the County Council.” 

Mrs. Delmar Robertson moved 2 
vote of thanks to Dr. Struthers for 
his information, also one to the 
Bobcaygeon Home and School Asso- 
ciation for organizing the meeting. 
‘Mrs. Beatty thanked Dr. Struthers. 

Dr, Thomas suggested that, for 
the present, the H & S have a 
school nurse for a month or 50. 
It was suggested that perhaps Bob- 
caygeon and Red School Associa- 
tions could share expenses for same. 

Mr. Stan Oliver moved that a 
committee be formed to approach 
the County Council at its next 
meeting. The Committee appointed 
were the two Home and School 
(Presidents, the Institute Presidents 
and Miss Atthill.

The ceremony this morning was 
impressive and well-attended, tak- 
ing place before the regular Mon- 
day morning session of Police Court. 
Tribute was paid to Magistrate 
Moore and to retiring Magistrate 
E_ A. Gee, who has served for al- 
most 20 years on the bench of 
Victoria and Haliburton Counties, 
Acting as spokesman for the 
members of the Lindsay Law Asso- 
ciation, the 13 members of the OPP 
and Lindsay Police, the Kiwanis 
Club delegation and the others 
present (which included Premier 
Leslie M. Frost, D. A. Sinclair. 
Town Clerk W. R. Allely, H. S 
Johnston, William Cummins, Chief 
Gordon of Fenelon Falls)| Crown 
Attorney Lorne Jordan addressed 
Magistrate Moore 

Mr, Jordan said he spoke in four 
capacities, as a friend and former 
law partner, as the president of the 
Lindsay Law Association, as the 
Crown Attorney, and on behalf of 
the police officers of Victoria and 
Haliburton Counties. 

Mr. Jordan said that in the past 
there had been differences of 
opinion, which made one appreci- 
ate the fact that there were two 
sides to every story. He wished 
Magistrate Moore “many years of 
good health upon the bench”, and 


that he knew the “findings and 
judgments of this court will be 
just and fair not only in law but 
in fact as well.” 

The first speaker Mr. Jordan cal- 
led upon was Mr, A. M_ Fulton, the 
“dean of the Lindsay Bar’ who 
stated that as an old friend and 
colleague he was “glad to see Mr.

There were no motor accidents 
in Lindsay and the area serviced 
by the local detachment of the OPP 
over last weekend, “The Post” was 
told today 

Chief of Police John Hunter says 
that “since New Year’s there has 
been a sharp decline in accidents (in 
the town). People are becoming 
familiar with driving on icy roads.” 
He says that at the beginning of 
the season, with the first snow and 
ice, there is a flurry of accidents, 
major and minor but that as the 
winter progresses the number of 
accidents greatly decreases. It is 
the Chief's belief that most acci- 
dents are caused by drivers not 
using good judgment as regards 
the condition of the roads. He says 
that he has observed that this year 
there has been great co-operation 
from the local Board of Works in 
sanding icy roads and in keeping 
the streets in good condition. 

Though the OPP had no accidents 
over the weekend, OPP head here 
Corporal Ken Dennis says that, 
actually, the number of accidents 
that his men have investigated have 
increased a little this year over 
the 1953 figure for the same period.

In Week of Prayer Services 


Omemee PNS) -- The first of 
two meetings to mark the Inter- 
national Week of Prayer was held 
in Trinity United Church, Rev. A.

Uncertain Future | 
Of The Earth 


From the Manchester Guardian 

It is odd how preoccupied man 
has always been with the end of 
the world; perhaps it reveals some- 
thing unhealthy in his makeup. 
Even so the subject has its amusing 
side. 

In a book called “The End of the 
World” the author, Mr, Kenneth 
Heuer, recalls the predictions of a 
galastrophic end in AD 999, 1525 


and 1843, and describes a number 
of all-night sessions spent on damp 
hillsides by those waiting for the 
last trumpet. Mr. Heuer’s main pur- 
pose is to outline future possibilities 
for this planet. 

What with one thing and another, 
it seems that the Earth will have 
quite a job to survive the next bil- 
Mon years or so. It may be that the 
sun will grow so powerful that it 
will incinerate us all, or else it will 
“become a dark ball with the Earth 
floating as a charnelship around it." 
Before either of these possibilities 
comes about it may be possible by 
use of atomic energy to propel the 
Earth on an interstellar voyage to 
@ less ungrateful star, 

Such a trip, would take several 
hundreds of thousands of years, 
but the experiment might be worth 


trying. It is intriguing to speculate 
on whether a decision could ever 
be reached on which star to stop at, 
The whole process might prove as 
difficult as settling on the ideal 
spot for a picnic, 

Another possibility is that a star 
might swoop so close that we should 
be carried away captive in the orbit 
of another sun, Compared with such 
a catastrophe, collision with the 
moon or a comet seems a small mat- 
ter. 

Mr, Heuuer emphasized the fact. 
that any of these occurrences is 
unlikely, to say the least. He sug- 
gests that if We manage to avoid 
suicide from hydrogen bombs (and 
on that he writes a chapter of fit- 
ting urgency) the world {is most 
likely to end from sheer exhaustion 
-- not with a bang but a whimper.

The Board report showed that in 
1953, the home cost the taxpayers 
of this county $13,258.63. The 
overall cost was $43,461.61, with 
Old Age Pensions, $29,317.63, and 
Sales Tax Refund, $885.35 being re- 
ceived. 

In his report, the chairman also 
stated that “ a number of repairs 
Were undertaken during the year, 
the larger ones being as: follows, 
renewing boiler in the laundry, 
$1,200; purchase of a dishwashing 
machine, $1,500; painting to the 
extent of $500; laying of linoleum in 
the corridors and rooms amounted 
to nearly $800; rebuilding and re- 


§ pairs of outside hydro wiring, $275.

Coboconk (PNS) -Four generat- 
jons in one family with three gen- 
erations employed in the one busi- 
ness is the record held by the Caister 
family of this village. Heading up 
the four-generation family is Great- 
grandfather S. R. Caister, spry and | 
gainfully employed at 77 years of 
age. Next in line is his son and 
the grandfather, Les Caister, his 
son and the father, David Caister, 
and his son, the fourth generation, 
Baby Bob. Incidentally Baby Bob's 
birthday is the same as his great 
grandfather's. 

The story of this remarkable fam- 
ily goes something like this: 

Mr S. R. (Bob) Caister began 
butchering in Tavistock, later came 
to Lindsay and worked for O'Hal- 
Joran’s butchering in 1898. After 
working as a butcher in Lindsay for 
two years, he decided he would go 
railroading, so in 1900 he came to 
Coboconk and was employed as a 
night watchman. To quote the 
Canadian National Magazine No- 
vember 1941 issue, “S. R. Caister. 
laborer in the round house, London 
had thirty-nine years service. He 
was at London four years. Before 
that, he worked in Woodstock, and 
earlier he was employed at Cobo- 
conk, where he now makes his home. 

A tribute to him in the Woodstock 
Sentinel Review -(Mondayy, July 21, 
1941 issue) said: Mr, Caister has 
worked as a railroadman for 39 
years. He reminds the observer of 
the line in the play, ‘Liliom’: T like 
to look at railroad tracks; they go 
on and of and you can’t see the 
end. He saw many things on the 
tracks - some of them were men, 
broken down, out of work, hungry, 
dirty, homeless. He worked to put} 
them on the track again, the right 
track. He fed them; he saw that 
they had a chance at a bath; got 
clean clothes; got jobs for those who 
could work; saw to the’ others. He 
didn’t do that and send them on 
their way - let someone else worry 
about them. He tried his almighty | 
best to finish the job - he saw lit 
through. This railroadman was not | 
an institution; a relief officer; he| 
was € man and a Christian.” This 
is the end of quotation.

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1954 Fashions 

You've probably been hearing a 
lot about spring fashions these last 
few days... 

The 38 designer-members of the 
New York Dress Institute have 
just completed a week-long series 
of fashion shows . .. 

And what you'll be wearing in 
the next few months adds up to this 
-- the same general silhouette of 
last year .. . but plenty of pretty 
new things if you want to splurge. 

The slim and narrow look pre- 
dominates for daytime . . . fuller 
skirts come evening . .. there are 
more beautiful prints than spring 
has brought in a long time .. . hem- 
lines have stabilized at about 14 
inches from the floor . . . the cost- 
ume suit races with the traditional 
jacket and skirt combination for 
top popularity . . . and the color 
range includes black, navy, beige 
and brown, with plenty of pastels. 

Even Christian Dior who caused 
such a hemline ruckus last fall 
hasn't altered skirt lengths much. 
At least he hasn't in his American- 
designed collection. What he will 
do with the clothes he shows in 
Paris isn't known. The French de- 
signers start their spring shows Feb- 
Tuary first. 

Dior features what he calls “The 
Balanced Look”... with as much 
accent at the top of the silhouette 
as below. He puts big collars on 
suits. One spring wool suit in a new 
pumpkin shade has a cape collar 
extending to the seam of the drop- 
ed shoulder line. Padding is used 
to accent the bustline curve. One 
year ago, Dior referred to this as 
the “tulip” curve. 

Designers Nettie Rosenstein and 
Hattie Carnegie are two of the ad- 
vocates of prints for spring. Mrs 
Rosenstein uses printed satin, flow- 
er printed silk surah, warp-printed 
silk taffeta, and printed georgette in 
various spring costumes. Miss Car- 
negie’s print dresses often have 
matching jackets. 

Almost every designer shows the 
costume in one form or another. 
One of the most versatile {s from 
Jane Derby ...a three piece outfit 
of lacquer red wool, consisting of 
coat, jacket and dress. The coat is 
full-length, cut on straight and 
simple lines. The jacket, a waist- 
length, fitted garment, comes off to 
reveal a handsome dinner dress .. . 
cut on slim lines, a high neckline 
in front ...and a plunging V-neck- 
line in the back. 

Sometimes the costume look is 
achieved with a blouse to match 
the lining of a suit jacket. Other 
costumes are dress and coat, with 
the coat lined of the same fabric 
as the dress. 

Ben Reig has two costume varia- 
tions. He cuts skirts high above 
the waistline to give an Empire 
‘bustline, then combines the skirts 
with printed blouses, topped by 
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snugly-buttoned bolero jackets. The 
boleros are lined with the blouse 


fabric, and the suits look like 
dresses when the bolero is buttoned. 
Another Reig costume is a snug- 
fitted dress, usually beltless, topped 
by a bolero. The dresses are made 
almost sleeveless and with low-cut 
necklines so that without the bol- 
ero, they become dinner dresses,

rt Ontario Planning First 
stribution In 21 Years 


Toronto, Jan. 26 (BUP) -- The 
next session of the Ontario legis- 
lature is expected to deal with On- 


tario’s first redistribution in 21 
years, 
Members of the cabinet and 


Premier Leslie Frost have discussed 
the problem, although there has 
been no official announcement 
Shifts and increases of population 
jn the Toronto, Hamilton and 
Windsor areas have caused such 
unequalities that the government 
feels immediate action is necessary. 

The redistribution may add at 
least 10 new seats. That would 
bring the number of provincial 
members to about 100, 

It's expected that a select com- 
mittee of the legislature will be 
appointed to do the job. It would 
have to be appointed soon to be 
ready in time for a provincial elec- 
tion expected next year. 

The present 90 constituencies 
were set up in 1933 when the legisla- 
ture was reduced from 112 members, 
The population of Ontario has in- 
creased since then from three and 
one half million to about five mil- 
lion. 

One outstanding example of {ne- 
guilty is the East York riding which 
now includes 184 thousand persons. 
The province wide average Is about 
50 thousand per riding. and some 
of the far northern ridings have 


| aa, 


“There is no doubt that the Vic- 
toria-Haliburton area needs and 
deserves better facilities than pro- 
vided by the present obsolete build- 
ings. With expansion and moderni- 
zation of facilities the hospital of 
the future will become a more in- 
tegrated part of community life 
than it is at present. With the in- 
crease in the number of beds avail- 
able and the expansion of available 
types of service (private, semi- 
private, ward, surgical, obstetrical), 
there will naturally be a tendency 
on the part of these people who 
now go out of the area for hospital 
services to make use of these more 
modern facilities. Modernization 
and proper organization of space 
and equipment will greatly. facilitate 
the improvement and increase the 
efficiency of service rendered, and 
administration. The inclusion of 
training activities for nurses in a 
modernized hospital will in some 
measure help to offset the shortage 
of trained nursing staff which is 
now such a problem.” 

In the 53-page report, they say 
“there is a sound case for expanding 
the Ross Memorial Hospital,” but 
“not so sound for converting the 
existing hospital into facilities for 
the chronically ill. We recommend 
further study on this point.” 


On the subject of general hospi- 
tal Growth in our country, it is 
noted that the public appreciates 
the progress of modern medicine, 
that less than 20 years ago people 
went to hospital when tuey were 
too -ill to be treated at home, and 
on this subject is the following 
quotation: “In 1951, one in six 
Canadians were treated in hospital 
as against one in 85 a half century 
ago.” 

In a paragraph on the history of 
the present hospital which has been 
operating on a deficit for a number 
of years, we quote: “The original 
hospital was opened November 20th, 
1902, a gift from the late James 
Ross of Montreal in memory of his 
parents. The original building was 
a 2-story and basement brick build- 
ing with stone foundation, a well- 
designed cottage hospital in the 
style of that period. In 1911, a small 
nurses’ residence donated by Mr. 
Ross in memory of his wife was er- 
ected as well as boiler plant and 
laundry. In 1931, the “Victoria” 
Maternity Wing was added at a cost 
of approximately $100,000. Funds for 
this addition were ratsed by public 
subscription of approximately 
$50,000 and the remaining $50,000 
was a government grant.” 


Under present RMH PLANT 
AND EQUIPMENT Is the following: 
“The hospital is located on the 
corner lot of approximately 398 feet 
frontage and 452 feet depth. The 
present buildings. are located well 
to the back and to one side (north- 
west). Whilst this leaves room for 
expansion, the current thinking of 
the Expansion Committee is against 
using this property and {in favour 
of acquiring a new site close enough 
to the present property to make 
use of such facilities as a heating 
plant, laundry and nurses’ resl-

With Smoking 


The minority group holds that 
smoke from cigarettes almost com- 
pletely fills the mouth, but very 
little reaches the lungs. Why, the 
group asks, hasn’t there been an 
increase of mouth cancer compar- 
able ‘to the increase in lung cancer? 

Today's report points a finger at 
tobacco-chewing and snuff-taking, 
bul more or less exonerates smoking, 
Of 40 men treated at the medical 
school's hospital for mouth cancer, 
28 are life-long chewers or snuff-

Town Council Talks Street Paving, 
Claim Upkeep Cheaper Than Dirt Rds. 


The second Tam © on the agenda 
of Monday night's special meeting 
of council called by Mayor Hick 
was the consideration of a program 
of road paving for Lindsay. The 
need for paving on several Town 
streets, such as St Paul, Adelaide 
St. Sand Albert N., was discussed 
and deemed “urgent”. The matter 
was left in the hands of Town En- 
gineer Les Wilson and Messrs. Cos- 
tain and Williams of the Board of 
Works, who are to report back to 
council on the three or four miles 
of roads in town they think should 
be done this year. 

Mayor Hick said that council 
should give considerable-thought to 
a plan to pave roads this year, not 
only on well-travelled dirt ronds 
(where people would petition that 
it be done) but also to improvement 
of other ronds where there {fs ex- 
cessive traffic. “I'm satisfied we 
can get our 50 percent grant (I’ve 
talked to provincial officials), Ri- 
dout was one of the Inst streets 
paved here (other than recent re- 
paving of Kent Street), and at that 
time there were no provincial 
grants, 90 percent was paid by the 
people on the street and 10 percent 
out of the General Rate. We can 
now get 50 percent from the pro- 
vine, so the question is one of how 
we're going to split the balance.” 
He noted that in the Engineer's 
office was a chart of the streets 
‘hat really need paving, and are 
hard to keep up. 

Engineer Wilson, saié that Mr 
Boucher said that since Province al- 
ready pays 50 percent of the up- 
keep, they would go along with 
a paving program of the streets. 

Mayor Hick -Seeing it costs a 
great deal in of] for dirt roads- 
$9,000 - the total cost of keeping 
up 14 miles of dirt ronds in 1953 was 
$19,000. This wns excessive, too high! 
The cost on paved roads was only 
$350. 

Ald. Lamb - I think they oil 
at the wrong time. I noticed when 
they oiled St Patrick Strect, it 
was as hard as this (indicated

Mayor Hick - There are a lot 


of factors to consider in road 
Olling. St. Paul Street is heavily 
travelled .. . and Adelaide Street 
S., between Kent and Durham Sts. 
I'm ashamed of it . . . Howard Ave, 
Roosevelt and the Arsenal are all 
serviced by it. 

Ald. Maidens -Let’s pave, say 
seven miles of dirt roads . . . don't 
oil them as they are going to be 
paved .. we'd save half of the 
maintenance charge. 

Ald. Breese -What is the cost of 
paving a mile? 

Mayor Hick -We'll have to ask the 
Engineer, 

Town Engineer Wilson ‘cald that 
the maintenance lagt year on dirt 
roads figured out to about $1,400 
per mile. With Adelaide Street S. 
as a example, he said that, being 
a bad problem, it cost perhaps 
$2,000 per mile. As for paving, 
he said that a mulch surface would 
cost $6,000 per mile, 20 ft. wide, but 
he doubted if the mulch surface 
would do. He thought the best type 
was a “penetration macadam”, with 
a stone base, which would cost 
$10,000 per mile. He noted that be- 
fore paying could be done there 
would have to be a certain amount 
of preparation. Considering that the 
Dept. of Highways would pay 60 
percent of the $10,000 per mile, he 
estimated that the cost would be 
27 cents per foot on a 15-year de- 
benture basis. He said that some 
streets should have a curb and gut- 
ter, for if not, there would be al- 
most continual work necessary on 
the rond's shoulder. He said that 
paving, plus curb and gutter, plus 
preparation charges, would be about 
43 cents per foot frontage, and on 
a 15-year basis, 32 cents, If there 
Was no gutter. the price would be 
per foot 30 cents and 22 cents 

Ald. Lamb - I don’t think a man 
on St. Paul street would object to 
paying at that rate! . | ; {t's cheaper 
than oiling. 

Mayor Hick -The main point is 
to decide the split... how to split 
the town's 50 ercerit between the 
Town and the home owner. In the 
past it has gone anywhere from 
50-50 to 90-10. 


Ald. McQuarrie -Th -There should be 
a wider spread in more remote 
areas, say 90-10. On Kent Street it 
Was §0-50 because everyone uses it .

CHOOSING THE WARDEN 
Victoria County Council this week elected Reeve— 

Robt. Bradt of Verulam: Township as the warden of the 
county, one of the highest municipal honours which can 
be attained. The fact that Mr. Bradt was able, under 
the present open ballot system of choosing a warden, to 
get himself elected speaks for itself... . he was the 
majority choice of the sitting members. Widely known 
in this county, Mr. Bradt has long identified himself 
with politics at three levels —municipal, provincial and 
federal—with the former two compelling his greatest 
The best wishes of the county accomp- 


participation. 
any Mr. Bradt as warden. 

In connection with the election of the warden of 
this county it has long been felt in some quarters that 
years of service should be a deciding factor in making 
this choice. In other words it is felt by some that there 
may be shortcomings in the present system .... Among 
the suggestions for improving the method of warden 
selection is one which would have the warden appointed 
on a basis of years-of-service to the county. This, 
would appear to have some merit and might be the 
most fair since it would eliminate needless competition 
and reward faithful service. There would seem to be 
little danger in adopting this method because if a man 
has a seniority standing in the county council it indicates 
satisfactory service to his home municipality otherwise 
he would not be returned to office. 

County Council might give some thought in the fut- 
ure to the wisdom of letting seniority instead of majority 
decide upon whose head the wardenship honours shall 
rest. 


BLACK AND YELLOW 

Driving in York County over the weekend we were 
impressed, as on previous occasions, with the effective- 
ness of the highway marker color scheme employed in 
the area black and yellow. It is, as safety experts 
have found, a remarkably effective combination of col- 
ours when used for the purpose aforementioned. Its 
usefulness is doubly emphasized when there is snow on 
the ground and its superiority over the black and white 
combination used in many sections is readily recogniz- 
able. How much easier to distinguish the contrasting 
black and yellow guide posts along a snow-banked high- 
way than the conventional black and white which virtu- 
ally blends with surroundings! 

Victoria County Council would no doubt be able to 
give leadership in the matter of adopting black and 
yellow highway markers in this region. Conversion 
from black and white to black and yellow need not be 
total in one effort but could be done gradually. Most 
guide rail posts, especially those under the control of the 
Ontario Dept. of Highways, are painted at frequent 
intervals and the conversion could take place at these 
times. 


PAY INCREASES FOR MPs AND PREFERENTIAL 
INCOME TAX TREATMENT.... 

It has been announced that members of parliament 
and certain top flight personnel connected with the fed- 
eral government are to receive pay increases. This is 
in keeping with a natural trend of events for those 
people in any walk of life who render good and faith- 
ful service. However, in announcing the increases in 
pay, most of which are quite substantial, it was with 
some regret that the Canadian public noted that mem- 
bers of parliament were to continue to enjoy prefer- 
ential income tax treatment .... These members now 
are permitted to earn $2,000 over and above the limit 
prescribed for ordinary citizens before they start paying 
income tax. This, of course, is unfair to the rest of the 
tax-paying public. 

The matter of allowing members of parliament this 
additional $2,000 income tax exemption has been raised 
repeatedly but the majority of MPs have avoided discus- 
sing the subject like they would a plague. They seem 
content to accept this preferential treatment while 
many people across the nation who are earning far 
Jess than they are, are called upon to make up the deficit 
through their own contributions to the income tax cof- 
fers. 

It would be commendable if the member of parlia- 
ment for this riding, Mr. C. W. Hodgson, would reg- 
ister his objections to this arrangement which he, hav- 
ing the interests of the people in his riding at heart, no 
doubt recognizes as being extremely unjust. 


IN THE NAME OF SPORT... 

The concensus of opinion among people who follow 
affairs of the sports world appears to be that the game 
of “hockey” on a so-called professional scale is receiving 
a very black eye at the hands of unscrupulous operators. 
Many of these people believe, and there is apparent 
grounds for their belief, that there is too much hooligan- 
ism creeping into the game and replacing the highly- 
competitive spirit of good sportsmanship which once 
predominated. There are not a few fans who have 
openly expressed the opinion that “roughing it up” is 
not only tolerated but encouraged by some team offfic- 
jals to stimulate interest among that section of the 
public whose taste in sports will not be satiated with 
anything less than downright violence, rowdyism, vic- 
ious playing, or anything else for which genuine sport is 
not supposed to stand.

Arctic Owl Seen 


The Great White or Arctic Owl 
has been seen in the district this 
winter although not in great num- 
bers. A lone specimen was sighted on 
| the way to Bobcaygeon a few days 
ago as it flew out of the north and 
Janded in a tree-top not far trom 
Dunsford. A splendid specimen, the 
bird afforded a closer view as it 
moved from the roadside tree to one 
in a farmer's laneway. 

Wildlife Inspector Gordon Buie 
of Lindsay has made available some 
| interesting information concerning 
this package of feathers and fury. 

According to the book “Birds of 
America,” the Arctic Owl breeds 
from far within the Arctic Circle 
southward to northern Ungava, 
central Keewatin, central Macken- 
zie, and northern British Columbia; 
in winter southward to more north- 
ern United States, irregularly, ac- 
cording to the severity of the season. 
Not anfrequently, the book relates, 
the Arctic Owl has been found in 
Jarge numbers in Virginia, Tlinois, 
Kansas, Colorado and at the mouth 
of the Columbia River, Only rarely 
does it get to South Carolina, Louis- 
jana, Texas or California and if it 
ever gets to Bermuda it is consid- 
ered “accidental.” 

“Birds of America” writes: “The 
fine, strong, and picturesque Arctic 
Owl comes to us as a migrant from 
the northland where it breeds and 
where the long days in summer 
make its habits chiefly diurnal (in 
daytime), This fact has been dis- 
covered too late by many a Crow 
engaged with his brethren in the 
pleasing diversion of mobbing the 
hig white specter sitting on g limb 
motionless and presumably blind, 
because obviously an owl. For, let 
| one of the black tormentors come 
near enough and the ghost sudden- 
ly launchés out on strong, silent 
wings, the great talons strike and 
close, and there is a crow which 
would have been wiser but for the 
circumstance that it is dead. 

“In the regions far to the north, 
where this owl breeds and there- 
fore does its most persistent hunt- 
ing, it preys upon small rodents, 
ptarmigans, ducks and other water- 
fowl, and, according to Captain 
Bendire, will kill and devour even 
the Arctic Hare, an anfmal often 
twice as heavy as the owl. It is very 
fond of fish and 1s sald to be an 
expert at catching them alive. It 
will also eat dead fish washed up 
on the shore when other food is 
scarce. 

“So swift is its flight that it Is 
able to overtake even Grouse in 
flight, Duck hunters are often star- 
tled by the sudden descent of the 
great bird upon their decoys. In Its 
migrations it is believed to be more 
destructive to game and other use- 
ful birds than the Barred Owl, but 
less so than the Great Horned Owl. 

“For unknown reasons the winter 
migrations of the Snowy Owl some- 
times amount to veritable invasions. 
In New York, for example, this 
phenomenon was observed four 
winters between 1876 and 1902.

Five teenage figure skaters of the 
Oshawa Skating Club escaped pos- 
sible death in an accident Saturday 
night as they were returning home 
from a performance in Little Bri- 
taln. Their car which rolled over, 
striking two large boulders, was 
very badly damaged to the esti- 
mated extent of $700, 

The accident, investigated by 
Constable Clive Naismith of the 
Lindsay OPP detachment occurred 
at 11 p.m. Saturday night on a curve 
on County Road 11 one mile north 
of Sonya, This is reported to be the 
sixth accident on this curve on the 
Sonya-Manilla line. 

It is reported that Dawn Steck- 
ley, 19, was driving her father’s car, 
accom- 
panied by figure skating champion 
David Lowry, 19, Gloria Cavanaug] 
16, and her sisters, Donna, 19, on 
Pat Steckley, 18. The car went 
Straight off the curve, hit a large 
boulder, rojled over, struck another 
boulder, and hurtled into an upright 
position again 

It is reported that though the 
car was.damaged to the extent of 
$700, there was but one person hos- 
pitalized. Gloria Cavanaugh was 
taken to the Port Perry Hospital 
for observation, but was later re- 
leased.

spite of severe space and equipment 
handicaps.” 

“In “The Main Building. The acco- 
mmodation includes two large wards 
designed for eight patients now ac- 
commodating up to 12 each. The 
surgical suite is quite inadequate. 
Due to lack of space, nurses must 
use the operating room lobby for 
such things as sterilization. There 
is mo recovery room nor space for 
storage of necessary equipment. The 
nursing units are generally too 
smal). Toilet facilities are inade- 
quate. The older wing has wooden 
floors which under present-day 
standards are considered unhygien- 
ic. Administrative offices are crow- 
ded with space being created for 
the admissions office by partition- 
ing a portion of the main lobby. 
Storage space is at a premium and 
scattered throughout the building. 

“The Maternity Wing. This Wing 
includes a nursery which is consid- 
ered too small, one small labour 
Toom, a small doctors’ room, labor- 
atory and an inadequate number 
of maternity beds. This wing lacks 
an isolation nursery, toilet facilities 
on the main floor, sufficient storage 
space, and a properly-located for- 
mula room. 
urses’ Residence. This building 
‘houses some 24 members of the 
nursing staff and is badly over- 
crowded. This over-crowding coup- 
Jed with the lack of other facilities 
in the hospital has led to the dis- 
continuing of the teaching program. 
There is also a lack of social ar- 
rangements and recreational facil- 
ities for nurses. 

“Laundry and Boiler Plants. 
‘These services are housed in a sep- 
arate structure which is considered 
adequate in size but the equipment 
is out-dated and in need of replace- 
ment, There is no provision made 
for an emergency power supply.” 

A proposed chart of organization 
specially set up for the Lindsay case 
is included in the John Price Jones 
Survey Analysis with a lengthy plan 
of instructions for management, as 
well as suggestions for publicity and 
public relations. Their opinion is 
that some 500 active workers would 
be needed in Lindsay proper and 
the adjacent counties. 

The recommendations and first 
steps contained in the Suryey are: 

“In accordance with the purpose 
of this survey, we recommend: 

1. That the Ross Memorial Hospi- 
tal proceed with measures to widen 
representation on the Hospital 
Board and firmly establish the re- 
sponsibilities of every level of the 
population in financing future up- 
eration and expansion. 

2. That plans for expansion be re- 
drafted and finalized to ensure a 
favourable reaction in an appeal 
for funds. 

3. That an interim public rela- 
tlons program be instituted which 
will more fully acquaint the general 
public with the problems of the 
hospital and engender a feeling of 
personal responsibility for the con- 
tinuance of present services and the 
correction of unsatisfactory condi- 
tions, 

4. That institution of an appeal 
for funds to the general public be 
postponed until the late sumuner 
or early fall of 1955. 

5. That a fund be established for 
the purpose of accumulating suffi- 
cient funds to acquire a site ade- 
quate for the erection of 2 new 
bullding or to obtain an option on 
same, This fund should also provide 
funds for the conduct of 4 fund- 
raising appeal.”

1953 I was charged $290.00 as taxes, 


plus no less than $29.36 for roads. 
I paid under very strong protest. 

“You told me that Council stipu- 
lated when passing the covering 
bylay that no property was to be 
charged more than a maximum of 
$8.00 for roads, but if that were a 
fact the tax collector has ignored 
it. The cost was jumped from five 
to eight cents in 1953 and there 
is no telling where this sort of 
thing will end. It seems to me Coun- 
cil has no more legal or moral right 
to ignore road costs when fixing 
the tax rate than to ignore the 
cost of schools, police and firemen, 
etc. * 
“Road charges snould be incor- 
porated in the General Rate and 
based on property assessments. You 
said the mill rate to cover the same 
would be two mills. At present those 
who are unfortunate enough to 
own corner properties are paying 
246 to 4 times as much road charges 
as thye should do, for we are charg- 
ed for both frontage and sideage. 
If Council thinks this form of 
double taxation is correct for corner 
properties why not carry it to its 
logical conclusion and cancel school 
taxes for those who have no children 
of school age? 

“T now make formal request that 
you place this matter before the 
1954 Council as soon as possible for 
necessary action. I have spoken to 
others who are interested and un- 
less we are granted immediate re- 
llef we intend to call 2 public meet- 
ing and appoint delegates to attend 
before Council. We want this matter 
disposed of before the tax rate is 
struck for 1954.”

Cause and Treatment of Peptic 
Uleer 

I have written before about the 
patient with stomach ulcer (peptic 
ulcer) who grew tired of her al- 
kalis and diet of his medical treat- 
ment and asked his physician Lf he 
underwent operation for removal of 
ulcer would he be free of his symp- 
toms. His physician said he would 
be free from symptoms of this ulcer 
but he might grow another ulcer 
unless he tried to change his health 
habits, He was a chronic worrier. 

In Medical Journal of Australia, 
Sydney, Dr, B. Robinson states that 
many peptic ulcer patients are out- 
wardly aggressive, ambitious and 
independent, refusing help and bur- 
dening themselves with all kinds of 
responsibilities. The stronger the 
unconscious desire for independence 
and responsibility, the stronger is 
the unconscious desire to be cared 
for and to return to the alkali or 
medical treatment. Food is then 
wanted not to satisfy hunger but 
as a symbol for love and help. “This 
explains also the relief derived from. 
treatment in hospital as there the 
patient is able to shed his responsi- 
bilities and acquire by way of 2 
seemingly legitimate, socially ac- 
ceptable compromise, the care, help, 
attention and security he craves. 
There seems no doubt that the ac- 
cepted methods of treatment with 
rest, sedation, antacids, atropine 
and diet must be followed during 
activity of the symptoms.” 

However, the symptoms must be 
considereg only as showing the un- 
derlying personality disturbance of 
the patient. Time must be spent 
in thorough study of his social 
history and in discovering the pa- 
tient’s attitude toward his sur- 
roundings, 5 

Real or organic neryous symptoms 
are rare in peptic ulcer but psy- 
chological (emotional) disturbances 
are common and related to the 
symptoms, in part at least, to the 
importance of the stomach ang in- 
testinal symptoms to the emotional 
life of the individual. Psychotherapy 
(treatment of the emotional dis- 
turbances) is a most useful preven- 
tive measure during the period of 
functional (not organic) symptoms, 
before the ulcer deyelops, and is 
therefore an essential part of the 
treatment when the ulcer finally 
develops. 

The trouble with some patients 
and their physicians is that they 
try to use either the diet and medi- 
cal treatment alone, omitting the 
treatment for the emotional symp- 
oms (psychotherapy), or they try 
to uSe psychotherapy alone, omit- 
ting the usual well established me- 
thods of treatment mentioned above, 
that fs, rest, quieting drugs, antacids, 
atropine and diet. 

We thus learn again that psycho- 
somatic medicine --treatment of 
body, mind and emotions as a whole 
--ls now practiced by all physicians 
because they are all real parts of 
the whole body. 

Both Sides of the Mentally Il 

Question 2 

Most of us are shocked when 
we learn that the number of pa- 
tients in menta] hospitals is larger 
than the number in all other 
hospitals combined What will shock 
us even more is to learn that the 
above is only half the story about 
mental {Illness for we learn from 
the report of Dr. George S. Steven- 
son medical director of the Nat- 
{onal Association for Mental Health 
that the 650,000 who are in mental 
hospitals today does not include the 
number of patients under treat- 
ment in clinics and in the offices 
of the private practitioners. Even 
if this 250,000 were counted, there 
would still be many thousand men, 
women and children who are not 
normal mentally as many of these 
are “borderline” cases and some 
are bound to end up in a mental 
hospital, Of this number Dr. Ste- 
venson points out that “each of 
these patients before he consulted a 
clinic or physician was still a sick 
person but not sick to the point 
where society was forced to do 
something about him. Even those of 
us who may never break down must 
be a part of the count because of 
our unwillingness to make provision 
for it. “We are ashamed of our own 
inhumanity so we are more con- 
tent if these problems are hidden 
as much as possible, lgnored when 
they are developing and concealed 
{n remote slate hospitals where 
they can no longer be avolded In 
the community.” 

Counting only the mentally Il 
that come on the records ignores 
the estimated hundreds of thou- 
sands equally i) in the population 
who arn’t listed in hospitals or 
because thelr families want to save 
themselyes shame by hiding these 
cases at home. The figures also do 


not take into consideration the

Collected Useful Data 
On Four Popular Wheats 

For the past five years, cerealists 
of the experimental farms service 
at Lethbridge, Alberta, have been 
working on four generally grown 
wheat varieties. 

They have collected information 
useful to the average farmer . . - 
and have kept careful records of 
the performance of these varieties 
in Southern Alberta. 

Thatcher , , . Rescue . . . Chinook 
. . . and Saunders are the four 
which were grown at the Leth- 
bridge Station, as well as the 10 
substations over 2 wide area. 

Thatcher . .. with its wide adap- 
tability ... is a high ylelder in the 
prevalent conditions of Southern 
Alberta. Scientists report that Chin- 
ook appears best suited to the dry 
brown soils of zone one. 

Its ability to produce a higher 
bushel weight under dry conditions 
and its sawfly resistance should 
make it a valuable variety in zone 
one. 

Rescue also possesses sawfly resis- 
tance . . , but is ineligible for grades 
above number three Manitoba Nor- 
thern because of its slightly infer- 
jor milling and baking character- 
istics. 

It yields somewhat less than 
Chinook, but sometimes yields more 
on the darker brown soils . . . found 
in the region mapped out and lab- 
elled zone two. 

In the South, Saunders seems 
best suited to the black soils of the 
third zone, where its yield response 
is similar to that of Thatcher. 

Stations where these tests were 
made include Acadia Valley, Bind- 
Joss, Foremost, Lomand and Whit- 
Ja in zone one. Drumheller, Leth- 
bridge and Nobleford were classed 
in zone two, and Craigmyle was in 
zone 2B. Claresholm and High 
River were zone 2c; and Cardston 
and Pincher Creek were in zone 
three-A. 


Poultry Technology Advocates 
Seen In Poultry Growth 

Striking advances in poultry tech- 
nology during recent years has been 
noted in the increase in rate of 
growth of chickens, 

The point is well illustrated when 
growth rates observed in 1932 are 
compared with those of 1953. 

In 1932, it required 20 weeks and 
23 pounds of feed to produce a 
five-pound fryer. Today five-pound 
fryers are being produced at 13 
weeks of age and need only 16 and 
a half pounds of feed. 

A bulletin from the Nova Scotia 
Department of Agriculture points 
out that it is an understatement 
to show that producing five-pound 
fryers in 35 per cent less time. 
and on 28 per cent less feed repre- 
sents considerable progress in 20 
years. 

This remarkable improvement in 
growth rate can be attributed main- 
ly to research done in two major 
fields . . . nutrition and genetics, 

Nutrition workers have made the 
greatest contribution but the priv- 
ate poultry breeders also have made 
good progress and maximum growth 
today is realized only when good 
stock is fed good feed. 

Careful management and the 
control of disease are just as im- 
portant now as they were in 1932 

- but it’s doubtful if birds get 
better care today than they did in 
1932. 

Certainly, 


the grower now has 


disease or ailments are compll- 
cated, If not caused, by emotional 
disturbances. They may be in hos- 
pital with arthritis, didbetes, or 
other physica) ailmens which dis- 
guise that underneath they're really 
mental cases. The figures omit the 
millions who are in need of treat- 
ment for less severe menta] dis- 
orders which are wrecking thelr 
lives, the happiness of their families 
ang the peace and safety of thelr 
communities, 

Dr. Stevenson states that we do 

not need to look at his report or 
the reports of other psychiatrists. 
“We need only to look at the daily 
papers ---for any day -- to find & 
ghastly review of mental illness. 
Murder, suicide, delinquency, sex 
crimes, kidnapping, broken homes, 
alcoholism, strife discord, unbappl- 
ness,” 
“According to an estimate baseg oP 
22 years of figures available to any 
large industry or business, 20 to 25 
per cent of the workers are suffer- 
ing from mental and emotional 
disturbances which show up in im- 
paired efficiencyy, accident prone- 
ness, chronic absenteeism, habitual 
infraction of rules.” 

What is the other side of the 
above disheartening picture? 

We can point lo the fact that in 
a matter of 2 few decades the rate 
of discharge from mental hospitals 
has risen from 35 to 55 per cent 
It makes us feel better to know 
that by new methods of treament, 
about 5 or 6 entering mental hospi- 


tals can later be discharged to their 
homes or former occupations. 


The Weekly Bulletin of the 
Lands and Forests for the Lindsay 
district tells of a case of extreme 
cruelty that recently came to their 
attention, It states that each year 
after deer hunt many stories, real 
or imagined, of this natyre come 
to light.
